In order to give an intelligible statement of 
‘what this bid will mean to the United States 
it is necessary to enter briefly into the story 
of the Union Pacific obligation to the gov- 
ernment. 

The principal debt of the Union Pacific to 
the United States was $35,589,512. A portion 
of this has not yet been advanced by the 
United States. The interest paid by the gov- 
ernment amounts to $36,954,893. The whole 
4ndebtedness on the Ist day of July, 1897, 
‘was $70,494,405. The sinking fund of the 
‘Union Pacific, in the hands of the Treasurer 

‘of the United States, on the same day was 
‘$17, After deducting the sinking 
fund, which is an asset of the company in 
the hands of the United States for the pur- 
pose of paying the debt of the Union Pacific 
railroad company to the government, the 
sum of $28,015,850 remains to be paid. That 
4s the only sum which Fitzgerald's Reor- 
‘ganization committee, as it is known, will 
‘be required to pay the government. The 
loss to the government is the difference be- 
tween $53,000,000, which is the net amount 
due the government in round numbers, and 
the $28,000,000, making a loss of nearly $25,- 
‘900,000 in round numbers, according to the 
figuring of the opponents of the agreement. 
Some of those who have favored the com- 
promise figure the government's loss at 
much less, but Senator Gear, the chairman 
of the Pacific Railroad committee of the 


Senate, and an untiring champion of the 


compromise, admitted in a debate with Sen- 


ator Morgan in the Senate that the loss to 


‘the government would closely approximate

EIGHTEENTH WARD ALDERMAN IS 
WARMLY WELCOMED HOME. 


Men, Women, and Children Turn Out 
to Greet the Municipal Statesman 
on His Return from Ireland—Red 
Fire, Brass Bands, Carriages, and 
a “Boocrocoesh” Contribute to the 
Hilarities of a Jolly Night on the 
West Side, 


Alderman John J. Brennan stepped off a 
train in the Rock Island depot last night into 
the loving arms of his constituency. The 
citizens of the Bighteenth Ward, from the 
river to Ann street and from Van Buren to 
Lake, arose in a body and swept down upon 
the depot to greet their distinguished fellow- 
citizen, Alderman Brennan, as he returned 
from a three months’ pilgrimage to his old 
home in Ireland. 

It was a great night for Mr. Brennan. It 
was a great night for the Eighteenth Ward. 
iivery man, woman, and child from both 
sides of Madison street into the middle of 
the adjoining wards turned out to see 
** Johnnie come marching home.”’ They fol- 
lowed behind the band and they tagged along 
behind the carriages, and for the matter of 
that some thousand of the ‘fluential citizens 
rode in the 200 carriages that the committee 
had provided and which had to be guarded 


‘by the police to keep the whole ward from 


piling into them’en masse. 


Word Passed Around Early. 

The word was passed around early in the 
week for all of the “‘ gang ’’ and everybody 
else to come out and give the Alderman a 
royal welcome when he returned from his 
travels. And they came out. 

Around the statue in the Haymarket 
Square last night at 7 o’clock the clans be- 
gan to gather. Jimmie Trent, ona prancing 
palfrey and decorated with a United States 


‘flag tastefully draped about his best Sunday 


coat, moved gracefully about inspiring every- 
body with his manly beauty. Artie O’Keefe, 
on another charger, was also the center of 
attraction as Assistant Chief Marshal until 
his superior stérnly bade him get out and 
hustle and quit posing in front of the lime 
lights. Jack Flaherty was there, too, with 
all of his 225 pounds of avoirdupois, and got 
deeply indignant at the committee because 
they wanted him to ride in a dray. 

There was considerable confusion at first 
owing to the difficulty of the committee in 
settling the question of what carriage should 
foliow the band. Finally the marchers set- 
tled the difficulty by getting into the desired 
position, which they held by firmly attach- 
ing themselves to the coat tails of the bass 
and snare drummers and to each other's 
coat tails all the way back. 

Committee Provides a “ Booroosh.” 

The problem having been settled without 
compromising the political standing of the 
committee the Grand Marshal gave the com- 
mand ‘‘ Forward.” First came the band, 
all in white duck, and with the marchers be- 
hind. In the bright glare of the light from 
the limelight wagon it looked like a comet 
and its tail. Then came what the commit- 


tee called a “booroosh’’ drawn by four 


one Gesignated to bear 
the Alderman from the depot to his home. 
Behind the open carriage were the lime- 
light, the carriages of the committee, a 
coach, the 200 carriages, and the mis- 
cellaneous gathering of citizens who attend- 
ed them. 

The march to the depot was slow owing 
to the enthusiasm of the populace along 
Desplaines street, who insisted upon stop- 
ping the band every few feet so that they 
might enjoy a serenade. Two or three, 
schooners also decided at that time to pass 
down the river and three-fourths of the pro- 
cession was bridged ten or fifteen minutes. 

Deliberate Over the Music. 

When the depot was reached the carriages 
drew up around three sides of it and the band 
waited at the east end and deliberated 
whether they should greet the representa- 
tive of the “‘ noble old Eighteenth” with 
“See, the Conquering Hero Comes” or 
‘There'll Be a Hot Time in the Oic Town 
Tonight.’’ Marshal Trent favored “ See, the 
Conquering Hero Comes,’”’ but the populace 
inclined to the latter. 

A squad of police from the Harrison Street 
Station kept back Alderman Brennan's 
fevered constituency and fought to get plain 
ordinary Englewood ‘‘ commuters ’’ through 
the crowd, while the time dragged slowly 
away which was to see Alderman Brennan 
restored to his own again. 

At last the fateful moment arrived. The 
big clock dial in the depot showed 9 o'clock, 
and at the same moment the light of the 
train which carried the pride of the Eight- 
eenth was descried coming into the depot. 
It had been a tedious wait for the multitude, 
whose only solace was the thought of the 
good cheer which they had been told was 
spread out for them in the basement of Al- 
derman Brennan's house in Center avenue. 

So when the glad news was flashed around 
that the train was coming a mighty whoop 
went up which was stified by the fervent 
ejaculations of the committee, *‘ Whist, lads, . 
whist; ‘tis a surprise.” So everybody 
*“‘whisted ’’ and the train pulled into the 
depot amidst the most portentous silence 


Alderman Warmly Greeted. 


Justice James Doyle and Andy Graham 
of the West Park Board sauntered down the 
sides of the cars and carefully scrutinized 
everybody until they saw the rotund form 
of the Alderman stepping off the train. 
They shook him by the hand and then 
walked in front of him and talked together, 
so that the occasional shouts of the gled 
citizens of the Bighteenth would not be 
heard. 

At the gates the party walked out irito the 
full glare of the calcium lights, and then 
the Bighteenth Ward found its voice, and 
a mighty shout was raised. The band 
caught the enthusiasm and burst into a 
triumphant melody, but just “what it was 
nobody knows. Anyhow, it helped along 
the glad acclaim with which Alderman 
Brennan came back from Ireland, and it 
réally doesn’t make much difference as to 
just what it was that they played. The 
Alderman was grabbed from sixteen points 
at once. Those who couldn’t get hold of his 
hands shook him by the coat collar, or by 
his sleeves, or any other way, and some of 
the women who were on the committee tried 
to kiss him, but in the confusion kissed 
either Jack Flaherty or Justice Donahue, or 
both. 

The reception party and their fellow-cit» 
izen finally got out to the street, and the Al- 
derman was placed in the “ booroosh.”’ 
Skyrockets and red fire illuminated the 
scene, and amidst the huzzas of the multi- 
tude the parade moved away to the West 
Bide.

TO STRIKE OR YIELD 
STREET CAR MEN WILL 
DECIDE IN 48 HOURS. 


Chicago City Company Discharges 
More Old Employes—Secret Meet- 
ing Held. 


The question of a strike or surrender on 
the part of the City railway’s employés will 
be settled within forty-eight hours. 

The company threw the gauntlet down to 
the men yesterday by discharging several 
more old employés, and semi-official re- 
ports indicate at least a score are marked for 
dismissal today. 

As far as is known all the men were let 
out for complicity in the formation of the 
new union. The company officials do not 
deny this was the only excuse for the whole- 
sale slaughter. , 

The men held a secret conference in an 
agreed place lasting nearly all last 
night. Only discharged men and those 
interested in the new union were 
admitted. Encouraging reports were re- 
ceived from several committees sent 
out during the day to ascertain the 
general feeling among the men in relation to 
the possibility of a strike in case General 
Manager Bowen refuses to reinstate the dis- 
charged men or show sufficient cause for 
their removal. 

There is scarcely a doubt felt the whole 
South § stem would be'tied up today if 
the. men. Wéfe thoroughly organized. The 
feeling of revolt is strong, . 
tion i# still too weak for concerted action, 
and theear of secret service men or “* spot- 
ters ’’-is so great the majority are afraid to 
attend mestings. 

Union Meeting Tonight. 

Tonight a special meeting of the new union 
will be held and on its action much depends. 
It is probable a committee will be selected to 
to wait upon the officials of the road and 
make a formal demand for the reinstate- 
ment of the discharged men. In case of the 
expected refusal from the officials a strike 
may be decided upon. 

The new union has a membership of about 
500 picked men. A partial canvass of the 
employés at several barns showed the mem- 
bership might easily be increased to 1,500 
or more within three days, as the men are 
generally anxious to join. There are 2,500 
gripmen and conductors in the employ of 
the company. 

The man who is most active in the crgani- 
zation of the union is J. A. Gibson, an ex- 
employé of the company and ex-member of 
the old K. of L. union which, the men say, the 
company Officials managed to disrupt four 
years ago by the introduction of an A. P. A. 
fight. 

Latest to Be Let Go.

All the men were notified to turn in their 


cash and “ settle up’’ with the company at 
once. The men followed the example of the 
nine discharged the day before by refusing 
to settle up until after the meeting tonight. 

It is possible the West and North Sidé com- 
panies may be Involved in the trouble if it 
comes. It developed last night that a por- 
tion of the membership of the new union is 
made up of men from the Yerkes lines, who 
have several times attempted to organize in 
the past. 

One of the union men said: 

‘A strike would not amount to much un- 
less we could get the support of the Yerkes 
men as well as the majority of those on the 
South Side. We have done more organizing 
in the last thirty days than the ‘ spotters’ 
ot the company know, and if it comes toa 
fight we will have a few surprises to spring.”’ 

President Wheeler said he knew nothing 
about the trouble and referred all inquiry to 
General Manager Bowen. Mr. Bowen sent 
word by his office boy that he:would see nd 
rerorters. :

JULIUS HOGLUND IS 
FATALLY SHOT IN 
: HIS STORE BY THUGS. 
Colorado Avenue Grocer Wounded 


Twice and Kicked and Robbed by 
Daring Holdup Men. 


Two robbers who invaded Julius Hog- 
lund’s grocery, 910 Colorado avenue, last 
night when he was c@unting his day’s re- 
ceipts, and tried to hold him up, met with 
resistance and shot thée proprietor twice. 
One of the four bullets fired entered his ab- 
domen, and his physicians think his chances 
for recovery are slim. A second bullet in- 
jured his wrist. The other two buried them- 
selves in the side of the store. 

When Hoglund fell, wounded, behind the 
counter both men attacked him, and he was 
severely kicked and beaten. Then the rob- 
bers secured $12 from the cash register and 
escaped. 

Hoglund staggered up-stairs to his living 
apartments, where he fell to the floor. The 
police at the Lawndale Station were notified, 
and soon a dozen detectives were searching 
for the robbers. At an early hour this morn- 
ing no arrests had been made. 


Coming of the Thugs. 
Hoglund has been in business in Lawndale 
several years and is well known. His store 
stands some distance from a corner and but 
few houses are in the neighborhood. 
At 8 o'clock Hoglund was alone in the 


entered. One 
hat. The other was somewhat'smaler and 
was dressed in a bicycle suit and wore a blue 
cap. - Without a word the smaller of the 
men advanced toward Hoglund and in an 
instant had him covered with a revolver. 
Hogliund was. taken completely by surprise, 
but quickly regained his composure anid 
seized the weapon. 


Seeing that Hoglund was going to resist 


a robbery the taller of the men ran behind 
the cgunter and struck him a blow on the 
head with the butt of his revolver. Hoglund 
fell to the floor and as he did so the revolver 
he had grasped was discharged. The bullet 
shattered Hoglund’s right wrist and glanced 
along his breast, slightly lacerating the skin. 
As soon as Hoglund fell both men pounced 
upon him and he was severely kicked and 
beaten. During the struggle three more 
shots were fired and a bullet struck him in 
the abdomen. 

The men continued to beat Hoglund until 
he was almost unconscious. Then they se- 
cured the money and fied. 

Wife and Sons to the Rescue. 

Hoglund’s wife and two sons had been at- 
tracted by the shooting and started to 
descend the stairs. On the upper landing 
they stumbled over Hoglund. He had fallen 
while trying to gain his room up-stairs. 
One of the sons notified the police and an- 
other hastened for a doctor. 

Owing to the distance from Hoglund’s store 
to the police station it was some time before 
any detectives arrived on the scene. No 
trace of the robbers could be found, and it is 
thought they escaped ina buggy. Dr. P. J. 
Hayes attended Hoglund and he was of the 
opinion he would not recover. Captain 
Wheeler of the Maxwell Street Station was 
notified of the robbery, and he, together with 
Lieutenant Cosgrove, took personal charge 
of the search. 


FOR A BIG WINDOW GLASS POOL. 


Plans Completed for All Plants in the 
United States to Operate Under 
One Management. 


Pittsburg, Pa.,.Sept. 22.—Representatives 
of the window glass manufacturers from all 
parts of the country have been in session 
here all day for the purpose of devising a 
plan by which the window glass manufact- 
urers of the country may be formed into one 
organization. 

The work of the committee today demon- 
strated that nine-tenths of the manufact- 
urers are willing to go into the new organi- 
zation, which will be known as the American 
Window Glass association. The new com- 
bination represents c capital of $20,000,000, 
and includes all the principal plants of the 
United States. The output of the consoli- 
dated concern is estimated at $10,000,000 
worth of glass a year. It will have virtual 
control of the trade, and as stocks are low 
and uncertainty about the settlement of the 
wages question still exists, it is very proba- 
ble that a decided advance in prices will soon 


- follow.

WEST INDIA HURRICANE . 
SWEEPING UP THE 
ATLANTIC COAST. 
Heavy Storm Reported on the Eastern 


Seaboard—Cyclone Kills Fifty 
People in Italy. 


Norfolk, Va., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—The 
West Indian hurricane on its way up the At- 
lantic coast reached Virginia shores today. 
The wind is blowing at the rate of fifty miles 
an hour and the sea is terribly rough. Sev- 
eral cottages are reported blown down at 
Virginia City and at the various watering 
places along the coast considerable havoc 
has been done by the high winds. 

The four-masted steam schooner Walker 
Armington, Baltimore to Providence, R. Io 
was caught in the hurricane today near the 
dangerous Horseshoe in Chesapeake Bay, 
sjrang a leak, and soon sank. Captain 
Cummings and crew of nine men managed 
to reach shore in an exhausted condition. 


Increasing in Violence. 

Cape May, N. J., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—A 
northeast hurricane has been blowing on the 
Jersey coast since noon today; and is in- 
creasing in velocity tonight. The wind is 
exceedingly high, and is breaking fiercely 
on the ocean bulkheads. 

Warning to Mariners. 

New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—A red 
Weather Bureau tonighk wet-the DAR 
)@ignal to mariners,.pot_to venture out to 
wea. It. told them of the approach of a 
storm which has been hovering about ‘the 
Florida coast for some days, and which was 
gradually wending its way northward. 

From all along the coast reports of the 
storm reached this city tonight. Cape May, 
Atlantic City, the Delaware breakwater, 
and Hatteras observers told of high seas 
running and of a hurricane raising havoc 
among shipping. 

The storm, which is due here at an early 
hour tomorrow, comes from the West Indies. 
Heavy rainfalls were reported all along the 
southern coast. The weather indications 
are showers and high northeasterly winds 
for tomorrow and tomorrow night. Storm 
signals will be ~isplayed all day. 

(SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Brindisi, Sept. 22.—A cyclone which today 
passed over the Province of Lecce, which 
forms the southeast fork of the Italian 
peninsula, caused large loss of life and 
enormous damage to property. 

In the Town of Sava ten persons were 
killed and fifty injured. In Mesagne the 
fatalities numbered fifteen, while five per- 
sons received injuries. The railway station 
at Oria, a cathedral town, was completely 
wrecked, and the superintendent, his fam- 
ily, and the employés at the station were ail 
killed. 

At Medioval twenty of the inhabitants 
were crushed to death and twenty-four were 
injured. 

All the fatalities and injuries were caused 
by the collapse of houses. Reports from 
, other places show that the province was de- 
vastated by the storm.

William Ryan of Chicago Deserted by 
His Sweetheart on the Eve 
of His Wedding. 


New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.]—Mary 
Shannon of Newark is in hiding, apparently, 
because she has changed her mind about 
marrying William H. Ryan of 714 Forty- 
eighth place, Chicago. Four years ago, 
when she was only 17 years old, she met Mr. 
Ryan in Chicago He made furious love to 
her and finally proposed, but she told him 
that she was too young to marry. The Shan- 
non family came East, but young Ryan per- 
sisted, and Miss Shannon, it is said, promised 
to marry him on Tuesday night. 

The bans were published both in Newark 
and Chicago, and Mr. Ryan on Monday aft- 
ernoon walked into Miss Shannon's honte 
and surprised her.

Simon Mark’s Bess Indulges in a Spec- 
tacular Runaway—Police, Ropes, 
and “‘ Baldy ” to Rescue. 


Bess, a bay mare belonging to Simon 
Marks, 36 Ogden avenue, took an involun- 
tary bath in the lily pond-at Union Park 
before a crowd of 1,500 spectators last night 
between 8 and 9 o’clock. A corps of park 
policemen, a wagon load of bluecoats from 
the Lake Street Station, a patrol wagon, a 
man in a rowboat, and 200 feet of inch haw- 
ser rescued the animal after an hour of 
persistent work, which the spectators helped 
along with frequent salvos of applause. 

Bess made her escape from a yard in the 
rear of 36 Ogden avenue shortly after 7 
o’clock. She made straight for Union Park 
on a wild gallop. Bicyclists scurried to 
cover in a hurry. In the — number of 
persons narrowly missed being trampled 
under foot. 

C. ‘Peterson Is Hurt. 

Bess did dash into one group, con- 
sisting of Christian Peterson, 887 Noble 
street, and Frank O’Brien and John Kier, 
246 Washington boulevard. Peterson, in an 
effort to save some children, grasped the 
frightened animal by the bridle. He was 
dragged fifty feet and then dumped in the 
lily pond along with the mare. He suffered 
a sprained ankle, a badly lacerated hand, 
and other minor injuries. He swam toshore’ 
and made his.eacape. His companions were 
only slightly bruised. 

Park Policemen P. O. Wagner and Barnet. 
tried to drive Bess out of the pond by using 
horse language at her. The animal swam 
lazily around among the lily pads and paid 
no attention to them. Then they tried ca- 
jolery. Several big lumps of sugar were 
procured and. offered to the horse. Bess 
made her way to the cement coping around 
the lily pond, but she could not mount it, 
although she looked greedily at the sugar.

Springfield, Ill., HP PEE AER 
committees of the State Board of Equaliza~ 
tion havo practically finished their work and 
will place the reports in the hands of the 
Auditor tomorrow.

ed their work and guessed at assessments. 
He cited the fact that only 26,000 horses were 
scheduled in the county, when he knew 
there were more than that. The assessments 
on the whole on small taxpayers were high 
enough. Poor people were paying large 
amounts in comparison with busipess-men

Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Special. ]— 
The ratification of the treaty of annexation 
by the Hawaiian Senate was part of the 
original program formulated here in Wash- 
ington when the negotiations between the 
two countries were concluded. interna- 
tional politics were being played and it was 
necessary to think out every step in ad- 
vance, — 

After the overthrow of Queen Lil and the 
establishment of a republic it became a 
problem how long the little handful of 
Americans could maintain themselves 


against the natives. As between these two 


it was felt that the Americans could keep 
the upper hand from théir intelligence and 
energy. The disturbing element was the 
action of other foreigners. The English, 
Germans, and French were numerically 
weak but commercially strong, and their in- 
fluente, if oncé cast against the Dole gov- 
ernmefit, would be difficult to withstand so 
long as sident Cleveland was openly neu- 
tral but actually hostile. 

Fortunately national jealousies prevented 
absolutely any concert of action. The Eng- 
lish knew that Mr. Cleveland would not help 
the Dole government, but they preferred 
having the islands go to the United States 
rather than to any continental power. The 
republican leaders soon saw that they had 
little to fear from these sources. The Portu- 
guese were numerically strong, but their 
country was weak and pacific, although the 
Portuguese colonists themselves were in- 
clined to make trouble. There remained 
only the Japanese, who were not trouble- 
some until after the war with China, and 
probably would not have become 80 even 
then if the immigration question had not 
come up. 

Japanese Cause Alarm. 


All during the Cleveland administration the 
Dole governthent Was obliged to coricillate 
the Japanese. Their growing strength was 
viewed with genuine alarm, but it was neces- 
sary to keep them from affecting an alliance 
with the natives. The fifst move during the 
administration of Presidént McKinley was 
to find out whether he would follow out the 
plan- of annexation begun by President 
Hatrison. As soon as these assurances were 
received hefe in Washington the screws 
were put on the Japanese and restrictions 
enfoéreed. Then the treaty of annexation 
The undefstanding was 
that it should be made public at once and be 
considered by the Senate committee so that 
Japan might be prevented from attacking 
the Dole govefhment in ahy way through 
fear of trouble with the United States. It 
was felt that the United States could assume 
that the mére negotiation of the treaty,with- 
out ratification, constituted a temporary lien 
on the islands, with which Japan could not 
intérfere without actual hostility to this 
country. It was understood, however, that 
at the first avallable opportunity the treaty 
should be ratified by Hawaii in advance of 
ite actudl Gonsidération by the United 


States. 

The obje this was twofold. In the 
first place, by any chance the natives 
should upsét the republic, either by help 
from the J nese or otherwise, the United 
States could take the ground that the treaty 
had been ratified by the legal government of 
Hawali and becamé a contfact or vested 
right which the United States could accept 
or assume within a reasonable time, even if 
the government making the contract had 
meanwhile béén upset. It was held that if 
the tféaty were once ratified by the Ha- 
Walian Senate the United States would be 
in a position to interfere to prevent riot or 


rebellion in a country half annexed. 


Protection Now Aseured. 


The haval commander in Honolulu was in-

M’KINLEY ON SURE GROUND. 


Madrid, Sept. 22.—The correspondent here 
of the Associated Press learns upon high 
authority, that the much-discussed inter- 
view of Saturday last between the United 
States Minister to Spain, General Stewart 
lL. Woodford, and the Spanish Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, the Duke of Tetuan, was 
merely préliminary. General Woodford 
represented to the Duke the gravity of tfte 
conditicn of Cuba and requested, in be- 


‘half of the United States, that Spain would 


find a method of speedily ending the war 
and giving justice to Cubans. He offered 
the good offices of the United States in ef- 
fecting a settlement of the Cuban troubles, 
which practically gives Spain an opportunity 
of gracefully ending the war. If she does 
not embrace it within reasonable time, notice 
will be given that the Uniited States must 
interfere, though General Woodford has not 
said so yet. 

Spain cannot expect the aid of European 
powers, as the United States Ambassadors 
have ascertained that all the Huropean 
countries, except Austria, recognize that the 
interests of the United States justify the 
latter’s interference in Cuba. Austria, in 
this matter, is influenced by the reiation- 
ship between the two dynasties, the Queen 
Regent of Spain being an Ausirian Arch- 
duchess; but it is not likely that Austria 
will take any part in the question beyond 
possibly making a diplomatic prote® against 
the intervention of the United Siates. 


Drain on Spain’s Resources. 

An official statement has been issued chow- 
ing the numbers of men and qtiantitics of 
munitions of war sent to Cuba and the 
Philippine Islands during the insurrections 
which dre in progféss in those quarters,

Burope Will Keep Hands Of. 


Washington, D. C., Sept, 22.—The State de- 
partment officials réfuse to discuss the most 
important statement madé in the Associated 
Press dispatch from Madrid today—namely: 
that the countries of Huropeé, with the excep- 
tion of Austria, justify the interposition of 
the United States in favor of a termination 
of thé Cubat war. Still, it is recalled while 
Mr. Woodford was tarrying in an appar- 
ehtly purposeléss manner in London and 
Paris, inetead of préceeding to his post in 
Spain, it léaked ottt that the United States 
Ministers at various European courts had 
peen instructed to sound the governments 
to Which they were accfedited with a view 
to learning how intervention in tavor of 
Cuba would be regarded. Although it was 
generally supposed at the time that this 
effort wotild not succeed theré is now gcod 
reason to accept the statement fn the Madrid 
cable as fully warranted by the facts. With 
such a lever in the hands of Mr. Woodford, 
and of its existence the Spanish government 
must be aware by this time, it is regarded as 
extremely improbable that it would reject 
any tender of our good offices made in a 
spirit of friendship and disinterestecness.

Diplomat Talks. 

“ This,” said a member of the diplomatic 
corps, who declined to permit the use of his 
name, *“‘means Spain is trying to borrow 
the British navy with which to hold Cuba, 
making representations that the seigure of 
Cuba by America, as she expresses it, is the 
first step to a seizure of Canada, and hopes 


to get up an alliance of all powers having ; 


American colonies to resist encroachments 
by the United States, saying the time has 
now arrived to crush the Monroe doctrine 
and put an end to thé gigantic extensions 
America is making. There is no chance, how- 
ever, of these overtures succeeding. They 
have not got beyond the most desultory 
talk—mere pourpafilers. The Spanish Am- 
bassador does not see Lord Salisbury and 
meets only an Under Secretary. Salisbury 
does not take the trouble to come to London 
to discuss the matter. They are merely a 
continuation of the efforts Spain made a 
year ago to get up just this sort of alliance. 
The present British foreign policy is purely 
negative, weak, vacillating. The last thing 
on earth Salisbury would do would be to en- 
courage trouble with America. Even the 
attempt Spain has made to negotiate a loan 
in England has failed; they have got the 
cold shoulder all around. England 
has everything ¢0 lose and  noth- 
ing to gain by such an alliance, hav- 
ing Canada at stake. Without England’s 
help Cuba is lost to Spain. England will 
never help her while Salisbury is in power.” 
Ultimatum Disbelieved. 

The story that Woodford mentioned any 
date to Tetuan for the finish of the Cuban 
war is generally disbelieved in diplomatic 
circles here. The belief is that Woodford 
firmly outlined the desire of the United 
States that the war be quickly ended, but 
that he said the United States would inter- 
vene if the war was not ended by Nov. 1 is 
regarded as wildly improbable. 

This is said to be the view of Ambassador 
Hay, who discredits the story that an ulti- 
matum has Deen delivered and thinks such a 
course would be contrary to all diplomatic 
usage. 

The Spanish situation is being closely 
watched in England. The unanimous opin- 
jon is that Cuba is lost to Spain if America 
intervenes. 

Corroborated at London,

London, Sept. 22.—Colonel John Hay, 
United States Ambassador, returned to Lon- 
don last é@vening from his holiday trip to 
Scotiand. This afternoon Colonel Hay had

bassy with Mr. Hannis Taylor, late United 
States Minister to Spain. 

After the interview a statement was made 
public to the effect that General Woodford 
had not presented an ultimatum to the 
Spanish government as has been asieged, 
but that he had pointed in forcible language 
to the feeling of the Unitied States govern- 
ment respecting Cuba and the deplorable 
state of affairs into which the island had 
been plunged, and expressed the desire of 
the Unitéd States that this state of thing 
should be terminated speedily as possible. 

Spanish Government Perplexed, 

London, Sept. 23.—A dispatch to the Stan- 
dard from San Sebastian says: 

“ Fresh communications have passed be- 
tween United States Minister Woodford and 
the Duke of Tetuan, confirming the views 
of the United States as stated by the Amer- 
ican Minister last Baturday. Both press 
and public received thé intimation of the at- 
titude of the American government with 
surprise and incredulity. 

‘“‘BEven new most Spaniards are loath to 
believe the United States is in earnest in 
offering in the middle of September media- 
tion, which is certain to be followed in No- 
vember by a declaration that it is too late 
to Btop American action, because opinion 
in the United States calls for a decisive pol- 
icy, and because the Cubans will accept 
nothing short of independence. * 

“The Spaniards cannot realize that Pres- 
ident McKinley had finally made up his 
mind before he intrusted Minister Woodford 
with precise instructions, polite, but clear 
ahd perémptory. All this places the gov- 
ernment in a most difficult situation, and 
especially as it has not achieved the desired 
reorganization of the Conservatives, and has 
become involved in equally troublesome con- 
flicts with the bishops and clergy.

MEETING HELD IN LONDON 


Objection to Proposal of Bank of 
England. 


GOLD COMES FROM ABROAD. 


London, Sept. 22.—A meeting of the bank- 
ers of London, called to protest against tho 
action of the Governor of the Bank of Eng- 
land, Hugh C. Smith, who,:at the semi- 
annual meeting of that institution on Thurs- 
day last, read a letter dated July 20, ad- 
dressed to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, in which the Gov- 
ernor announced that the bank was pre- 
pared to carry out what is lald down as per- 
missibile in its charter—namely: to hold one- 
fifth of the. bullion, held against its note 
issue, in silver, provided always that the 
French mint is again open to the free coin- 
age of silver and that the prices at which 
silver is procurable and salable,are satis- 
factory, was held at the clearing-house to- 
day. 

There was a large attendance of repre- 
sentatives of powerful interests. Several of 
the prominent banks were not represented; 
but, according to the statements of those 
who participated in the meeting, their ab- 
sence was due to the fact that the heads 
of the banks uhrepresented were not in or 
near London at the present time. 

A resolution protesting against the Bank 
of England’s proposed action was adopted. 
This resolution will be embodied in a letter 
to the Governor of the Bank of England, 
which will be presented to him tomorrow. 

The bankers who were present at today’s 
meeting were pledged to secrecy in regard 
to the proceedings. 

Robert Benson, who threatened at the re- 
cent meeting of the Bank of England to 
sell his bank stock if silver reserves were 
held, took a prominent part in the meeting 
today. 

The protest upon th®@® part of the London 
bankers is unprecedented, and 1s the only 
thing talked about at presént in financial 
circles. 


Gold Shipped from Abroad. 


The amount of gold withdrawn from the 
Bank of England for shipment to New York 
today was £200,000. The shipments are re- 
garded as the result of the more stringent 
morey market in New York, which is now 
watched more closely than is the rate of ex- 
change. More gold is expected to go, but at 
present opinion here favors only a moderate 
total in all. That will.depend, however, of 
necessity largely on the course of the mar- 
kets. 

New York, Sept. 22.—[{Special.j—To the 
National City Bank belongs the credit of 
importing the first gold to New York this 
fall from Europe; The sum of $1,000,000 was 
shipped to the National City Bank today 
from London and $500,000 from Genoa. Both 
shipments are made to the bank by its Buro- 
pean agents, the Deutsche Bank of Berlin 
and London. 

It was very genérally believed in Wall 
Street that any importation could only be 
made for the purpose of favorably infiu- 
The appearance 
of the National City Bank as a factor in the 
foreign exchange market on a large scale is 
a novel feature in New York national bank- 
ing and financial circles. 

The shipments of gold to the National City 
Bank today are in settlement of some of the 
reciprocal business of that bank with the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin, or perhaps, more 
properly speaking, as a result of the change 
in conditions here. The $500,000 gold shipped 
from Genoa was mostly gathered, Mr. Still- 
man said, in Roumania and Italy. The im- 
portations were certainly not made at a loss, 
he said, or for any stock gambling purposes.

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 22.—The steam- 
ship Moana, from Sydney, due at this port 
tomcrrow, will bring $4,000,000 in gold to pay 
for wheat shipped from here to Australia.

New York, Sépt. 22.—Special.}<A num- 


ber of capitalists have decided to use the 
inventions of Nikola Tesla and it is under- ' 


stood that the electrical world will soon 
be vevolutionized by the creations of the 
genius. 

The new company is known as the Kings 
County Electric Light and Power company, 
and it is backed by such well known finah- 
ciers as former Governor Flower, Vice Pres- 
ident Hobart, D. QO. Millis; J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, William Berri, Seth L. Keeney, and 
Felix Campbell. Tesla’s shops and labora- 
tories will be. situated In Brookiyn. The 
company has purchased property on the 
water front running frem Bridge to Gold 
streets, where a modern power-house and 
electric shops are to be erected. 

Mr. Tesla would neither deny nor confirm 
the report that his inventions have been 
taken charge of by the Brooklyn company 
when seen tonight by a reporter. The in- 
vertor dictated the following statement: 

‘‘T must correct an erroneous impression. 
Whatever work I did was not inimical tv the 
established Edison system, but, on the con- 
trary, it was excellently adapted to go hand 
in hand with it. The interests of local com- 
panies may to a certain extent be opposed 
to each other, but that is an unavoidable 
‘condition in every step in advance. 

Use of Alternating Currents, 

“As nearly as I can understand the 
scheme contemplated, the distribution of 
the energy from one or more céntral sta- 
tions will be effected by alternating cur- 


rents. As to my interests, they are absolute- — 


ly equal in all glectrical enterprises. You 
will, of course, understand that I have no 
getock in any of them.” 

Lack of money has always been Tesia’s 
ery when talking of his ideas. Now he has 
capital and carte blanche to make all ar- 
rangements in the scientific matter of a 
plant that will not alone rival the Schenec- 
tady shops, but the workrooms of the Wis- 
ard Edison himself. 

In the Kings County Electric Light and 
Power company the possibilities of Tesla 
are enormous. The new company will build 
its power house with the end in view of sup- 
plying current to the electric and elevated 
roads of the greater city. When the first 
power house is finished over 150 miles of sub- 
way will have been laid under Brooklyn's 
streets, and the battle of Industry and sei- 
ence between the companies of Edison and 
Tesla will be fairiy on. ;

Tesla’s ideas of the high potential will, 
it is said, be used in the supply of light and 
power, in conjunction with the transformer 
system. The capacity under this system Will 
be so lmmense that the cost will be brought 
to a minimum. In fact, it is expected to get 
the price down to such a low figure that éven 
the railroads owning thelr power plants will 
find 4#t cheaper to buy the current rather 
than produce it. If this is done by the rail- 
roads the Kings County company is pre- 
pared to buy the property used for this pur- 
pose now so as to have stations at all points 
in readiness for the competition that will 
arise.

PLATT’S VICTORY IN BROOKLYN. 


New York, Sept. 22.—[Special.J—In re- 
sponse to the intimations that he was about 
to withdraw from the Mayoralty race Scth 
Low issued the following statement from the 
headquarters of the Citizens’ union this aft- 
ernoon: 

**In view of the suggestion recently made 
by Mayor Strong that. under certain condi- 
tions I might retire from the Mayoralty con- 
test, it seems to be desirable that 1 should 
say a word. 

*“*If the good of the city were to require it 
I would retire from the field only mere glad- 
ly than I have entered it. But it must be re- 
membered that the 120,000 citizens repre- 
sented in my nomination, and not included 
in the Citizens’ union, have given no author- 
ity to anybody to withdraw my name. They 
have expressed a wish for my nomination 
and election, and it is as certain as anything 
can be that this cannot be delivered by or to 
anybody. Nevertheless, if the Citizens’ 


were to ask me to retire, I should do so 
without a moment’s hesitation. 

‘* But until then I am in the field to stay, 
and to make as strong afight as I can for the 
cause I have the honor to represent. The 
Citizens’ union, as I understand its attitude, 
has not the slightest idea of requesting my 
withdrawal. In the meantime the present 
situation seems to call for calm, good judg- 
ment on the part of all good citizens. 


Former Campaigns. 

“When I ran for Mayor of Brooklyn the 
second time, I was nominated first by 
the citizens, without regard to party, in 
mass-meeting assembled, and subsequently 
by the Republican party, acting through its 
official channels. I stood at that time upon 
the same platform as to non-partisanship 
upon which I stand now. This year I have 
been nominated by the Citizens’ union act- 
ing on behalf of its own membership of 
25,000, and acting also on behalf of 120,000 
other citizens in all parties. 

Tho year of my second election in Brook- 
lyn was 1883. In 1882 Cleveland, as a can- 
didate fer Governor, carried Brooklyn by 
35,000 majority. He carried the city again 
as candidate for President in 1884 by 15,000 
majority. I give the figures from memory, 
but they are substantially correct. Right in 
between these two years of heavy tidal 
waves in Brooklyn the cause of non-parti- 
sanship in the administration of the city was 
attractive enough to gain a decisive victory. 
It is not easy to understand why it should be 
any more difficult for the Republican party 
of Greater New York in 1897 to help forward 
such a cause under existing conditions than 
it was for the Republican party in Prooklyn 
in 1883 to support the non-partisan candi- 
date nominated in advance simply by a 
mass-meeting. 


Party Pride Hurt. 

**T think the attitude of the party in New 
York at the present time refiects to some 
extent a sense of hurt pride. Many he- 
publicans seems to me to have come to feel, 
rightly or wrongly, not only that the party 
has not been consulted, but that its heip is 
not wanted. i 

**So far as I am concerned this is as far 
as possible from the fact. 1 have indeed ac- 
cepted an independent nomination. and if 
that is fatal, so be it. I shall stand al- 
ways for the right of the people to nomi- 
nate in any way they please, as well as to 
elect. But I hope with all my heart to itnd 
the Republican party standing with ali the 
friends of good government, who, without 
regard to party, wish to see tho great city 
started on its new career under better 
auspices than those of Tammary Hail. 

“That is a name indissolubly associated 
with our municipal dishonor, and it would 
be a stinging shame to us all if the greatest 
experiment in municipal government ever 
made in this country were to be made under 
its leadership. 

Will Accept Other Nominations. 

“In my letter accepting the nomination 
already offered me I have stated without 
reservation my view of the municipal issues 
as I see them of the campaign about to be- 
gin. I stand upon that letter without swerv- 
ing, not even to make my election sure, and 
I deviate from it neither to the right nor to 
the left. I have been glad to accept the 
nomination of the Citizens’ union because 
its principles as formulated are consistent 
with my own views, as stated in my letter 
of acceptance. The Citizens’ union, at the 
time of its organization, formulated its 
principles, and these relate entirely to local 
matters. 

‘“*T shall be glad to accept any other nomi- 

nation, Republican or Democratic, or from 
whatever source it may come, or any plat- 
form satisfactory to those who make it, 
provided such platform allows me to stand 
unequivocally on the basis of my letter of 
acceptance already published. 
“JT earnestly hope to see a united front in 
this campaign on the part of men of all 
sorts of political belief, but acting in what- 
ever way may be most natural for them, 
who are willing to join in the great struggle 
to secure for the city under its new charter 
such administration of its government as 
will make the welfare of the city at all times 
its first cortern.”’ 


Citizens’ Union Pleased. 


Leaders of the Citizens’ union were great- 
ly pleased with the statement issued by 
Seth Low. They agreed in saying that he 
would never be asked to withdraw. 

Mr. Low’s statement seems to dispose of 
the reports that he contemplated withdraw- 
ing and that the Citizens’ union was weak- 
ening. Nevertheless, there was a story in 
circulation that the friends of Mayor Strong 
were at work to make him the compromise 
candidate of the Republicans and Citizens’ 
union.

No Deaths in Either City and All the 
Patients Are Recovering—Dr. Egan 
Returns to Springfleld and Says 
There Is No Danger ofa Spread of 
the Yellow Fever—Practically No 
Sickness from This Cause in Illi- 
nois at Present.

' St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 22.—Health Commis- 
sioner Starkloff said today: ‘‘ My report 
from Dr. Woodruff at quarantine’ is to the 
effect that Suspect Tript’s fever has readily 
yielded to treatment and that his tempera- 
ture is down to 98°, Dr. Woodruff thinks 
Tript will be well in a few days.” ; 
Dr. J. M. Egan, Secretary of the Illinois 


State Board of Health, who has been in - 


Cairo, IlL., ever since yellow fever was first 
reported in that city, was in St. Louis today 
on his way to his home in Springfield, 111. 
He held a conference today with Secretary 
Paquin of the Missouri State Board 
Health. “‘ There is practically no yellow 
fever in Cairo,” he said, *‘ and there is abso- 
lutely no danger of a spread of the disease.,”’ 

Dr. Kalloch reports from Cairo all the 
cases there are doing well and that the 
steamer Alpha, from which the patients 
were taken, has been disinfected. 

Austin, Tex., Sept. 22.—Governor Culber- 
son received a telegram from State Heaith 
Officer Swearingen today announcing thata 
genuine case of yellow fever was in existence 
at Beaumont. The case was that 0f 2 boy 
who died this morning. Beaumont is quar- 
antined. 

The little victim .was a newsboy and han- 
dled New Orleans newspapers. ’ 

New Orleans, La., Sept. 22.—Dr. Lovell, 
who contracted yellow fever frem his pa- 
tients, died today. A second death today from 
the plague was that of Elizabeth Nussbaum, 
aged 17 years, of 1300 Galves street. There 
were a number of new cases today. } 

J. W. Swetman, a prominent druggist’ of 
Biloxi, and his wife are among the new cases 
of sickness reported today. There are now 
200 whites and negroes at the Fontainbleau 
detention camp. — 

Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 22.—Light frosts 
are reported this morning at Covington, 
Milan, and Arlington, Tenn. Arlington is 
in this county and only a few miles from 
Memphis. The temperature at these points 
is 36°. 

Reports from several points in northern 
Mississippi, western Tennessee, and eastern 
Arkansas say light frosts fell last night, and 
several towns are considering the advisabil- 
ity of raising the quarantine against infected 
fever districts. The frost slightly damaged 
the cotton crop of the north Mississippi delta. 

Louisville, Ky., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—A 
case of yellow fever was taken to the Erup- 
tive Hospital farm this evening. The pa- 
tient is John McDougall of Toronto, Ont., 
who stopped off here on his way from Mobile. 
Dr. McDermott pronounces his case yellow 
fever. No alarm is felt, as two frosts have 
fallen in Louisville. 


COLORED PEOPLE NOT IMMUNE. 


They Are Subject to the Plague, Though 
Fatalities Among Them Are 
Not Numerous. 


Ocean Springs, Miss., Sept. 22.—[Special.] 
~The statement that the present yellow 
fever does not attack colored nates is rot 
true, they being subject to the fever same 
as white people. Surgeon Murray stated in 
an interview with THE TRIBUNE correspond- 
ent tonight that negroes were not immune. 
Fever here is on the decline. People are not 
uneasy, and very few from here are entering 
the detention camp at Fontainebleau. 

Mobile, Ala., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—There 
has been no case in this city of the fever at- 
tacking full-blooded negroes, who are sup- 
posed to be immune. There has been one 
case reported in this city of the fever at- 
tacking a mulatto, and there have been sev- 
eral cases reported among that class known 
locally as *‘ creoles,"”” who are really nothing 
but a high class of mulattoes. There was 
reported one case of a mulatto having been 
attacked in New Orleans, but there have 
been no reports of full-blooded nogroes be- 
ing attacked by the disease as yet. 


YELLOW FEVER IN NEW YORK. 


Two Victims of the Disease Arriving 
from Central America Are in 
the Hospital. 


New York, Sept. 22.—The Columbian line 
steamer Finance, Captain Daly, arrived this 
morning from Colon with eighteen cabin 
and five second cabin passengers. There 
were two cases of sickness during the voy- 
age. On Sept. 18 Pat Keating, a fireman, 
was taken ill and removed to the ship’s hos- 
pital, and John Endeman, a student from 
San José, Guatemala, aged 20 years, was 
also taken sick. Endeman was isolated 
from the rest of the passengers, and on ar- 
rival at quarantine the health officers had 
both patients removed to the Swinburne 
Island Hospital. 

They are suffering from yellow fever ina 
mild form. The steamer was detained for 
a thorough’ disinfection and the passengers 
were transferred to Hoffman Island for ob- 
servation.

FIX BAIL AT $6,000 EACH. 


Evidence That Martin Tried to 
Stop the Marching. 


SHOOTING AFTER A SCUFFLE. 


Wilkesbarre, Pa., Sept. 22.—The taking of 
testimony in the preliminary hearing of the 
Commonwealth vs. Sheriff Martin and his 
deputies was resumed today. Many of the 
commonwealth’s strongest witnesses admit- 
ted on cross-examination that their object 
in going to Lattimer was to get the men at 
work there to quit and join them. 

Martin Sholocki was suffering much pain 
from a bullet wound in the shoulder when he 
took the stand. He said he was running 
toward the bush when he was shot. He saw 
the Sheriff in the middle of the road, heard 
him say something, and immediately the 
firing began. 

He admitted that he was with the mob at 
West Hazleton in the morning, when the 
Sheriff warned them to go home. 

Mrs. Case, who resides at Lattimer, swore 
that the neighborhood was terrorized be- 
cause the rumor got around that the strikers 
intended to blow up the town. She said she 
fied to the mountains with her family, as 
did a number of her neighbors. 

Mathias Czaja, one of the strikers, said 
he was marching with the men and was 
shot in the back. He said: ‘* When we got 
to Lattimer I saw men standing with guns. 
The Sheriff came and told us to stop. The 
Sheriff pulled out his revolver and pointed 
it at the man who carried the flag and said: 
‘If you go further I will shoot you.’ I was 
frightened. The Sheriff got on the outside, 
said something, and the firing began.”’ 

On cross-examination the witness said he 
came out to see the crowd passing, and they 
made him go with them. 

Anthony Angelo, an Italian, said he met 
the strikers and they compelled him to 
march with them. 

Andrew Sivar, one of the strikers, said: 
**] was in the third or fourth line of the 
marchers. I saw the men with the guns 
along the road, and we were stopped by the 
Sheriff. Some one said, ‘Go on,’ and the 
Sheriff grabbed at him and pointed a revol- 
ver at his breast. Then the shooting began 
and I laid on the ground until it was over. 
It lasted about two minutes. . The Sheriff 
did not read a paper.’”’ 

The Judges thought sufficient evidence bad 
been produced to hold the defendants for 
trial. The Sheriff and the deputies then 
came before the bar and entered bail for trial 
in the sum of $6,000 each, $5,000 for murder 
and $1,000 for feloniously wounding. A bond 
was provided by a Philadelphia trust com- 


pany. 
OPPOSE THE LABOR MEETING. 


Address from the Federation Advising 
That the Chicago Convention, 
Be Given Up. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.—The Execu- 
tive Council of the American Federation of 
Labor met again today. The subject of the 
membership of employers and foremen in an 
affiliated union at Bonner, Mont., was dis- 
cussed, it being alleged that the working 
members of the union were not free in the 
exercise of their rights by reason of the 
membership of employers. A decision was 
reached compelling the employers and their 
foremen and bosses to be released from their 
membership. 

The council. tonight issued an address, 
which, in part, follows: « 

** A call has gone forth to the trade unions 
and public for a labor convention in Chicago 
next Monday. The ostensible objects are to 
take measures in aid of the miners on strike 
and to offset the sweeping powers of the 
courts in granting injunctions in defiance of 
popular rights during labor disputes. 

** These objects are very commendable and 
worthy the active practical support of every 
trade unionist and of every lover of his fel- 
lowman. But conditions have somewhat 
chahged since that convention was agreed 
upon.- This week fully 75,000 miners have 
gone to work on terms fixed jointly by the 
miners and operators. It is the greatest 
victory gained by trade unions in years. 
It was won against. the combined power of 
wealth, judicial usurpations, and inhuman 
tyranny. 

‘‘The American Federation of Labor, be- 
lieving only in practical methods, has decided 
to continue its support with organizers and 
money until a complete victory for the 
miners is won. To this end it calls on its 
unions and on the public to not halt in their 
full and unmeasured aid to this worthy 
movement. Many families still need sup- 
port, and money will be required until the 
miners are more fully at work and able to 
help themselves. Let the trade unions be 
liberal in their donations until this struggle 
is crowned with complete success, 

** We can see no need for the labor conven- 
tion in Chicago next Monday. We advise 
our unions not to be represented there. The 
money it would cost to send delegates had 
better go to help the suffering miners and 
their families. lt is not by conventions with 
irresponsible talk, inflammatory declaration, 
and revolutionary buncombe that the cause 
of labor can be advanced. Violent appeals 
to the passions of the multitude can serve no 
good purpose. It is only by systematic or- 
ganization of the working people in trade 
unions, with united hearts and united funds 
and a fraternity of purpose which knows no 
bounds of creed, color, nationality, or poli- 
tics that will uplift the masses.,”’

pine goes into thé vat, so that you would have to 

ave water boiling two feet in the center and, o 
course, not boiling for some two or three feet eac 
way. ; 
Of course, everybody knows that until this case 
arose none of the professors and none of the experts 
had ever had any experience boiling human bodies 
in wooden vats with a solution of crude potash by 
means of steam running in an open vat, and it be- 
came necessary, of course, for the experts on both 
sides to make experiments as to whether or not a 
human body could be destroyed in the manner 
charged by the State.

Adolph Elandt was examined by Mr. Pha- 
len, and answered that he lived at 924 George 
street, was now driving an express wagon, 
was in Luetgert’s employ about five years, 
and quit after the concern was closed up.

Julian Hawthorne’s Impressions 
Are Not Favorable. 


OPINION OF THE EVIDENCE. 


[FOR THE NEW YORK JOURNAL.] 

The defense opened its case yesterday, and 
got as far as its fourth witness before ad- 
journment. Mr. Vincent occupied the morn- 
ing with his address outlining what they will 
attempt to prove. Much curiosity and in- 
terest were shown bythe audience, for the 
rumor was widespread that some great sur- 
prises were coming. 

It is too early to say anything as to the 
quality of the evidence; the small sample 
we have thus far had may not be a proper 
criterion. So far, however, as the nature of 
the evidence is concerned, as stated by Mr. 
Vincent, I must admit a disappointment. 
There is nothing in store for us which had 
not already been mentioned, The defense is 
a denial of the points dwelt on by the State; 
and itis nothing more. ... 

Mr. Vincent's voice was clear and well 
modulated throughout; his gestures wore 
not many, nor were they very pronounced; 
he would raise his right hand and shake his 
forefinger at his hearers. Occasionally he 
turned towards the Judge; twice or thrice 
he faced entirely round and pointed straight 
at Luetgert. But-most of the time he was 
looking the jury in their faces; and once in 
a while he would lean on the rail and drop 
his voice as he uttered some argument which 
he thought was weighty or memorable. . . 

Jury Listens Closely. 

The jury listened with close attention. I 
should not suppose from their faces that the 
speech exercised much influence upon what- 
ever opinion they may have already formed. 
To some of Mr. Vincent's statements they 
seemed to be opposing a respectful in- 
credulity. Luetgert sat quite still, watching 
his lawyer and the jury with intentness. 
Occasionally he would appear depressed, 
but at another turn of affairs he would re- 
cover himself. The friends of the defense 
seemed pleased with the aspect of things. 
The State’s Attorney, on the other hand, 
looked undisturbed, and once in a -while 
somewhat amused. You never can tell what 
a lawyer is thinking about by the face he 
wears in the presence of a jury; but it is 
fair to assume that Messrs. Deneen and 
McEwen were well content that no unfore- 
seen danger had beensprungonthem. .. . 

But the most interesting, and to many dis- 
appointing, part of the speech was that in 
which Vincent attempted to account for the 
presence of the caustic potash in the 
factory and of the mysterious experiments 
in the vat. It is the story which the de- 
fendant, if he goes on the stand, will tell. 
. Asstredly, if this queer story be true, 
Luetgert was unlucky in the extreme. But 
it is impossible to help thinking that it is 
all just such a clumsy, first come to hand 
explanation of a damning piece of evidence 
as such a man as Luetgert is would be like- 
ly to invent. The supposition that he would 
take all this pains to clean up his factory is 
an extreme one; sausage factories are not 
bought because they are clean, but to make 
money out of them. Nevertheless, it may 
all be true; but it must stand on Luetgert's 
unsupported word. : 

Opinion of the Evidence. 


The first witnesses called were Mr. Vin- 
cent’s law partners. The interesting point 
here was Mr. Deneen’s cross-examination, 
which is as rapid as hail pattering on a 
roof and shows a remarkable command of 
resources. He showed, as to this point, that 
the ‘*‘ advice,’’ of which so much has been 
made, was almost devoid of significance, 
and that the real moving cause of Luetgert’s 
anxiety and emotion was his financial 
straits. ... 

An expressman was next called who had 
moved some barrels of grease in the factory. 
This man rattled his evidence off with ex- 
ceeding glibness, and several times began 
his answers to questions before Mr. Phalen, 
who examined him, could get them out of his 
mouth. I must be mistaken, but I never 
heard testimony which sounded so much as 
if it were learned by rote as this did, and 
the cross-examination showed that the wit- 
ness was unable to give trustworthy an- 
swers to questions not covered by his story. 

Finally a Miss Rosa Gleich appeared. 
. Miss Gleich spoke in a high voice, 
with a sing-song intonation, and was as 
ready with her story as the expressman had 
been with his. They may. both of them, 
have been telling the truth, but I am bound 
to record my impression that their manner 
was much againstthem. ...

Hard Practice Reduces Weight 
of the Team. 


MORTIMER RETURNS TODAY. 


Phil King, football coach of the University 
of Wisconsin, and Lewis Almsted, manager 
of the team last fall, called on Coach Stagg 
yesterday in regard to the game between 
the two schools.

The only new man out yesterday was Jack- 
son, who has returned to the school after two 
years’ vacation. He was a sprinter on the 
track team formerly, and is trying for a 
position behind the line. Mortimer will be 
back today, and may put on his canvas suit 
for this afternoon’s practice. Word has 
been indirectly received from Gardner and 
Leffingwell that they are portaging through 
the lakes on the Minnesota border, and de- 
veloping the best kind of hard muscles for 
the football season. It is said Hamill is 
RB Bwengy but he has not appeared on the grid- 
ron. 

Professor Stagg has almost decided to put 
Gordon Clarke in at half back. Allen is 
doing well as an end, and it seems that Gor- 
don’s place is at-half. It is evident to the 
coach there are not many men available for 
positions behind the line. Granted that 
Herschberger will play full back and Gard- 
ner one of the halves, there is only one new 
man who has shown himself worthy as yet 
to make a college half, and that man is 
Stocks. With Clarke as a half, this means 
that there is only one man who can be 
depended on among the substitutes. A 
prospective player from Henover named 
Crow, who is said to be a star lineman, may 
be put in at tackle, and then Kennedy can 
be put in as half. This is a condition that 
is known to be desired by the coach, and 
would give the team four good halves.

ELKINS’ LEGISLATIVE METHODS, 

Senator Elkins is much distressed be- 
cause the Attorney General has decided 
that the Dingley tariff act does not require 
the imposition of a discriminating duty 
of 10 per cent—when there is uot some 
treaty provision to the contrary—on all 
goods imported in foreign vessels. 

The Senator professes to believe that the. 
abandonment of the policy of discriminat- 
ing duties early in the century blighted 
the American merchant marine and that 
the restoration of such duties would give 
back to American vessels a fair share of 
the carrying trade. He will not admit that 
the change from wooden vessels, which 
could be built more cheaply here than in 
Great Britain, to iron and eteel vessels, 
which could be built more cheaply there 
than here, has had anything to do with 
the loss of carrying trade by Americans. 

So anxious was the Senator to test the 
virtues of discriminating duties that he 
not only introduced bills for that pur- 
pose—which did not pass—but he suc- 
ceeded in securing an amendment to sec- 
tion 22 of the tariff act which he believed 
would establish such duties. The Sena- 
tor states complacently, “There was no 
trick about it at all. I simply worked to 
succeed. Of course I was not going to tell 
those opposed to the scheme all about it.” 

Having discovered apparently that so 
many Senators and Representatives were 
opposed to the policy of discriminating 
duties that no bill avowedly for that pur- 
pose could pass, Senator Elkins set to 
work to carry his point in such a way that 
the opponents of the scheme would not 
know what was being done. He can see 
no trickery in that. 

He managed the job so well that hardly 
anybody seems to have had the ‘east idea 
of what was being done. “ The scheine” 
slipped through unnoticed. But there was 
the weak point inthe program. If anybody 
in the Senate or the House had stated, ap- 


| provingly or disapprovingly, that the object 


of the amendment was what Senator Elkins 
says it was, the Attorney General would 
have felt compelled to decide os Elkins 
wants him to. 

The niter absence of any recognition on 
the part of Congress that a serious chunge 
was to be made in the commercial policy 
of the country is one reason why the At- 
torney General concludes that Congress 
did not intend to make any change. 

It is well that this stealthy method of 
legislation which Senator Elkins indorses 
has not been successful. He may believe 
that discriminating duties are good for the 
merchant marine of the United States, 
but he should not try to do good by stealth. 
He should not try to slip a measure through, 
but give its opponents a fair chance to vote 
against it. Senator Hikins did not do that 
in this instance, probably beeause he be- 
lieved the opponents of the measure were 
in the majority. 


THE LINCOLN MONUMENT. 

Referring to the condition of dilapidation 
into which ¢he Lincoln monument at Spring- 
field has been falling for some years past, 
upon which Tum Trisune commented a 

w days ago, an explanation comes from 

pringfield to the effect that the balance of 
the appropriation of $30,000 for repairs (of 
which less than $3,500 was expended), made 
by the Legislature in 1805, was turned back 
into the Treasury before the close of the 
Altgeld administration, so that there bas 
been no fund at the command of the present 
‘Board of Lincoln Monument Commission- 
ers. with which to make the needed repairs. 
This is as Tas Tarsune suspected, though 
‘it had no official data on the subject. As 
the appropriation of 1895 was not available 
until July, 1896, it would seem that there 
was only a period of three months (from 
July to October—the latter month being the 
close of the fiscal year) in which it could be 
used, The only criticism on the subject 
that would seem to lie against the present 
administration, therefore, would be that 
it should have known the condition of the 
fund and that the last Legislature should 
have made provision for the deficiency.

AN ARBITRARY JUDGE REBUKED. 

The Supreme Court of Wisconsin has just 
disposed of a case where a Circuit Court 
Judge attempted to make an unlawful use 
of the power to punish for contempt of 
court. The Judge who attempted to over- 
step his jurisdiction and make himself 
complainant, Judge, and executioner has 
been rebuked, and the editor and lawyer he 
sought to punish have escaped from his 
‘clutches. | 

Judge Bailey of Eau Claire was a candi- 
date for re#lection. A lawyer wrote and a 
newspaper printed an article in which the 
Judge was charged with being extravagant 
in the management of the court, partial and 
unfair in his official conduct, and influenced 
by corrupt motives. Thereupon the Judge 
had the two men brought before him for 
eontempt of court. 

They obtained from the Supreme Court a 
writ of prohibition. Thereupon the Judge 
abandoned that contempt proceeding, but 
declared the editor and lawyer guilty of a 
new contempt because they had filed affi- 
davits alleging the truth of what had been 
written, He committed them to jail for 
thirty days, but the Supreme Court or- 
dered their release, stating that the new 
proceedings were in exccss of the jurisdic- 
tion of the court. 

The Supreme Court, whose opinion has 
just been made public, recognizes the right 
of a court to enforce due respect‘ for its 
authority and punish acts which interfere 
with the performance of its legitimate 
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In our opinion no such divinity “doth hedge 
about "’ a Judge—certainly not when he is a candi- 
date for public office. 

So it will be seen that when a Judge at- 


tempts to overstep his jurisdiction, and to 
use the power to punish for contempt to as- 


sist him in securing a reglection by attempt- ‘ 


ing to muzzle his opponents, the appellate 
courts will intervene promptly to defend 
the rights of the press and the people. 

A Judge is not left remediless when at- 
tacked unfairly. If the criticisms to which 
he is subjected are libelous he can procged 
against his assailants in the civil or crim- 
inal courts. But he must not take the case 
into his own hands, order the arrest of his 
critics, and then try to lock them up. That 
is going farther than the law allows. 


THE DUTY OF AN ALDERMAN. 

Alderman Mangler swears that Jacob 
Kesner called on him and offered him 
money for his vote for the Generul Electric 
ordinance. He swears also that Kesner 
went on to say “I was in the Council for 
the money there was in it and could not 
afford to turn away a good thing. It cost 
money to be elected and I shouk!l make as 
much as I could out of the job while I 
was in.” 

What Mangler should have done, if this 
be true, was to kick Kesner out of his of- 
fice. Instead of that he acted as if he 
thought there might be somcthing to Kes- 
ner’s definition of the duty of an Alderman. 
For he told his visitor he could not decide 
until the following day and then consulted 
his partner as to the advisability of taking 
the money. He said no. 

There is no reason to doubt that when Kes- 
ner told-Mangler he ought to make as 
much out of his Aldermanic jcb as he could 
he was giving expression to his real sen- 
timents. Not only could he see nothing 
wrong in an Alderman accepting a bribe, 
but he looked on him asa fool if he “ turned 
away a good thing.” 

Unfortunately Kesner is not the only 
man who takes this view of the duty of an 
Alderman. Mangler’s friend is but one 
among a very large class of voters, though 
he holds a better position than most of them. 

If there were not so many voters who 
take it for granted that Aldermen are in 
the Council “ for the money there is in it,” 
and who see nothing objectionable therein, 
there wceuld not be so many boodlers in the 
Council. The men who made bad records 
would not be re#lected again and again as 
they are now. 

If a majority of the voters ih so many 


wards and a large percentage of them in | 


other wards did not stand on so low a maral 
plane there would not be a boodling two- 
thirds majority in the Council. It would 
be impossible to get a measure which was 
dishonest on the face of it through that 
body. 

The Municipal Voters’ league and other 
organizations try to secure the election of 
honest Aldermen. They have not been very 
successful in their attempts chiefly beccuse 
their ideas as*to what constitutes honesty 
in an Alderman differ so materially from 
those of a considerable proportion of the 
voters. Those voters do not think an Al- 


} derman who takes bribes is dishonest. He 


is dishonest from their point of view only 
when he swindles some individual. 
So long as there are so many men who do 


not think bribe-taking a crime but some- | 


thing quite natural and proper the Council 
will continue to swarm with beodlers. To 
punish one of them and thus frighten the 
others into decency seems to be impossible. 
Apparently the Council cannot be reformed 
until the voters become more honcst. 


BRITISH MALEVOLENCE ILLUSTRATED.’ 


As was to be expected, the American- 
hating London press has seized upon the 
unauthenticated reports of what passed 
during the interview between Minister 
Woodford and the Spanish Minister of For- 
eign Affairs on Saturday last as a pretext 
for assailing the United States government 
in most malevolent style and condemning 
its policy in relation to Cuban affairs with- 
out regard to facts or probabilities. In this 
they have merely followed the example of 
the Anarchists in this country, who proceed- 
ed, without investigation or waiting for 
facts, to condemn the civil authorities at 
Lattimer, Pa., as murderers because of the 
killing of certain miners while marching 
in defiance of legal warning against a neigh- 
boring mine for the purpose of inducing the 
employés to strike. 

In general these attacks from the English 
press are but echoes of the ill natured as- 
saults made upon the United States govern- 
ment during the discussion of the Venezue- 
lan boundary question, which was followed 
by the acceptance of the recommendation of 
this government for submission of the issue 
to arbitration. A milder outbreak of the 
same sort followed Secretary Sherman's 


‘sharp letter on the sealing question; ending 


with an agreement to submit that matter to 
an international conference. About the 
most silly of all the malevolent attacks 
upon this country in connection with the 
Cuban business, however, is that of the St. 
James’ Gazette, one of the most bitter and 
unreasoning of the organs of English jingo- 
ism. Referring to the first reports of the 
Woodford-Tetuan interview, which it swal- 
lows without question, the Gazette delivers 


itself of the following hypothetical proposi- | 


tion involving questions of international 
law: 

If the United States thinks it has the right to 
interfere in the West India island because some 
of its subjects chooere to incite rebellion, or suffer 
commercial losses because of a rebellion which 
they have not incited, how far dues that right 
extend? Is its application confined to Cuba? We 
will put @ case: There are’ American citizens in 
Jamaica. Suppose the negroes of that island re- 
volt and take to the mountains. Suppose, further, 
that we could not suppress the rising, say, within 
%& week. Would the United States send Colonel 
Hay to Lord Salisbury to tell him that unless 
within a fortnight the island was pacified steps 
would be taken to insure its independence, kna ir 
it 414 that, what would England say and do? We 
refrain from discussing the possibilities, but we 
would seriously warn Englishmen against United 
States aggression in the Western tropics, For 
more than half a century a strong party 
United Statés has coveted the Western aan 
Islands, British, Spanish, and Freneh. Recent 
indications show that that party is in the as- 
eendant, and that Mr. McKinley ts its instrument, 
at least so far as Spain is concerned. 


There is not an intelligent Englishman 
who has not the capacity to perccive that 
the case suggested by the Gazette has no 
relation to the present condition of the Ou- 
ban question. The Cuban insurrection has 
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conduct such a war, it is not the part of 
Americans to deny the justice of the com- 
parison or their privilege to make it, Yet we 
suspect that there are Englishmen who are 
not yet so far swallowed up in admiration 
of medieval despotism or steeped in hatred 
of everything American as willingly to ac- 
cept the position assigned them. 

So far as the charge of covetousness for 
possessions in the West Indies, brought by 
the London paper against the Unitcd States, 
is concerned, it is the climax of absurdity. 
While England has gone cn annexing ter- 
ritory in the Bast Indies, in Africa, and the 
islands of the sea, America has had the op- 
portunity of acquiring possessions in the 
West Indies and has declined. Even now 
she does not seek the annexation of a single 
inch of Cuban territory, but in the interest 
of humanity and in behalf of the property 
and personal rights of her own citizens she 
will demand an early conclusion of one of 
the most ¢ruel and revolting wars that has 
stained the page of history during the nine- 
teenth century. | 

It is safe to say that the real facts of the 
Woodford-Tetuan interview are not known 
to any outside of official circles connected 
with the two governments. If, however, 
the distorted and exaggerated statement 
that appears to have worked so powerfully 


‘upon the fears of a few jingo organs in Lon- 


don shall have the effect of stimulating our 
own government to prepare for any emer- 
gency that may possibly come upon it, it will 
have answered a salutary purpose. 


STREET CLEANING IN CHICAGO. 

Mayor Harrison has been much im- 

pressed by the clean streets of New York 
and has resolved that those of Chicago 
should be kept in better condition. That 
is a most praiseworthy resolution. So Mr. 
Fitzsimmons, the Superintendent of Street 
Cleaning, has been ordered to bestir him- 
self and rid Chicago of:dirty streets. 
_ That officer announces that he is going to 
set some men to work at once to tidy up the 
business district. They are not to be clad 
in white, because that is one of Colonel 
Waring’s ideas. Nor are they to be 
elothed in yellow, for only an Orangeman 
could stand that. They are to wear blue 
suits, the Superintendent being of the 
opinion that blue is “ the national color.” 

Mr. Fitzsimmons. has designed the cos- 
tume himself. The blouse is to have a belt 
and “three plaits running vertically, like 
those of a Norfolk shooting jacket.” The 
trousers will be blue, with a narrow strip of 
white, and the cap will be blue, with 8. C. 
DD. in white letters on it. 

But a Superintendent of Street Cleaning 
must be able to do something more than de- 
sign a striking costume for employés. If 
that had been all Colonel Waring was 
able to do the New York streets would not 
be as clean as they are. The Superintend- 
ent must be able td make his uniformed 
men do their work faithfally. If he can 
keep them from loafing there is no reason 
why the streets and paved alleys of the 
business district should not be kept rea- 
sonably clean. 

The main thing which has enabled 
Colonel Waring to do such good work is 
that there has been no politics in his de- 
partment. If Mr. Fitzsimmons does not 
keep politics entirely out of his department 
he will not be able to make a success of his 
job. He may dress up his men in blouses 
which have ten plaits instead of three, but 
that will not make them efficient. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons must make his men 
work just as steadily and thoroughly as he 
would wish them to work if he had hired 
them to clean up his own premises. He 
must not put up with any shortcomings that 
he would got put up with if their wages 
came out of his own pocket. He must not 
look on them as voters and on himself as 
a politician who may need votes at some 
future time. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons is not as experienced a 
man as Colonel Waring, nor has he as much 
money at his disposal as that individual has. 
But he can do much good work with the 
means at his command if he will only keep 
his department free from all taint of 
politics. 


THE KAISER PERFORMS AGAIN. 

When the German Emperor is not stir- 
ring up his own subjects by spectacular dis- 
plays at home he is pretty sure to be doing 
something to disturb the equanimity of his 
continental neighbors. His last opportuni- 
ty in the latter direction was during the ex- 
change of civilities with Emperor Francis 
Joseph of Austria, which has been going on 
at the old Hungarian capital during the 
present week, and he appears to have used 
it to the fullest extent. 

The occasion was furnished:at the state 
banquet given in honor of the Kaiser at 
Buda-Pesth on the 2ist inst. Replying to 
the sentiment of the Austrian Emperor— 
#ddressing him as, “ My faithful friend, 
ally, and unwearied fellow-laborer in the 
great work of peace, to which may we ever 
devote our best wishes ’’—the Kaiser took 
oceasion to compliment, his royal host and 
the Hungarian people in the most enthusi- 
astic terms. The following extract from 
his speech will show the spirit of the whole: 

But what has made the deepest impression upon 
me during my stay in Hungary ts the enthusiastic 
devotion of the Hungarians to your Majesty's au- 
gust person. Not alone here, however, but in Eu- 
rope, and above all, with my own people, the same 
fervent enthusiasm prevails for your Majesty—a 
feeling in which I also, who look up as a son to 
your Majesty, as being my paternal friend, venture 
to claim a share. 

Thanks to the wisdom of your Majesty, our al- 
Hance, concluded in the past by our people, stands 
firm and indissoluble. It has secured peace to Eu- 
rope for a long time and will do so still longer. 

The impassioned devotion to your Majesty—of 
this I am certain—burns to this day In the hearts 
of the sons of Arfad, as it did the day when they 
cried aloud te your Majesty's great ancestors: 
** Moriamur pro rege nostro.’’ 

In giving expression to these sentiments we wish, 
one and all, to combine all we think. feel, and desire 
for your Majesty in the cry which every Hun- 
garian echoes to his last breath: ‘‘ Eljen a Kir- 
aly!’’ 

In lauding the heroism of the Magyars 
there was no allusion to Kossuth and his 
fellow-patriots of 1848, nor was there the 
slightest reference to the German victories 
of Sadowa and K6niggriitz in 1866 which 
checked the pretensions of Austria as a 
rival of Prussia among the German States 
and stripped it of the Province of Venetia 
for the benefit of Italy. 

Returning so Jately from his visit to the 
Czar of Russia, it would seem that Kaiser 
William has fallen back upon the “ drei- 
bund ” as his hope for preserving the peace 
of Burope, of which he seems to regard 
himself and his allies as the special 


since he played the part of the Sultan’s 
friend in settling the terms of the Greco- 
Turkish peace. Possibly, having circum- 
vented the Marquis of Salisbury in that 
little game of statecraft, he may have felt 
that he could allow the Sultan to take care 
of himself until another occasion arose for 
making use of him. 

Of course, all this display of ostentatious 
friendship was followed by the usual oscu- 
latory performance which has become a reg- 
ular part of the Kaiser’s interviews: with 
his brother monarchs, and the conference 
of the two Emperors was at an end. 


SPAIN’S WAR EXPENDITURES. . 

An otticial statement has been issued at 
Madrid showing that between November, 
1895, and May, 1897, the Spanish govern- 
mert sent to Cuba 181,738 soldiers, 6,261 
officers, of whom 40 were Generals, 212,- 
542 guns, 320,406 kilogrammes of powder, 
92,088,370 cartridges, 16,712 swords, 91 
cannons, 12 mitrailleuses, and 29,500 shells, 
And yet with this imposing array of troops 
and officers and their thousands of guns 
and cannons and millions of cartridges, at 
the end of two years Spain is ne nearer 
the end of the war than it was at the be- 
ginning of the campaign. The revolution- 
ists, subsisting on food supplied by sym- 
pathizers, poorly armed and equipped, hav- 
ing few or no cannon, depending muinly 
upon their machetes, having no vessels of 
any kind, fighting against regulariy drilled 
and perfectly armed troops, harassed by 
the naval vessels and revenue officials of 
the United States acting as a police power 
for Spain, hold the entire island except 
the well defended seaports. Their forces 
occupy every province and are now under 
the very walls of Havana, and would cap- 
ture the capital itself if they had vessels 
and the material for assault. And yet, with 
this extraordinary dispatch of troops and 
war material and with a loss of troops on 
both sides since January last of nearly 
30,000 men, Spain has the effrontery to 
claim that this is not war but the uprising 
of a mob. 

The same official statement shows that 
since the outbreak of the Philippine revolu- 
tion the government has sent 27,560 szol- 
diers, 841 officers, of whom 9 are Gencrals, 
43,100 guns, 24 cannons, 24,910  kilo- 
grammes of powder, 21,726,585 cartridges, 
and 30,604 shells. The revolution in the 
Philippine Islands broke out during the 
middle of August, 1896. It has progressed 
now for fourteen months, and yet the war, 
like that in Cuba, is no nearer a close than 
it was a year ago.. The situation in those 
islands is almost precisely similar to that 
in Cuba, for the Philippine revolutionists 
hold the whole territory except the strong- 
ly fortified seaports like Manila, Banang, 
and Batangas. To quell these two for- 
midable insurrections Spain has sent nearly 
a quarter of a million of men, led by neurly 
8,000 officers and equipped with nearly 
300,000 guns and 315 cannon and over a 
hundred million cartridges, at an expertise 
which has brought the government to the 
verge of bankruptcy and sent its agents all 
over Europe trying to borrow millions 
more! And all this to put down what it in- 
solently characterizes as the uprising of 
some negro mobs! Does not this significant 
official statement of the Spanish govern- 
ment make it clear to Bastern Spanish 
sympathizers that there is war in Cuba and 
the Philippines also, though the latter does 
not concern us except on the score of com- 
mon humanity? 


THE Hawalian Senate, sitting in extraor-. 
dinary session, has unanimously ratified the 
treaty of annexation to the United States. 
There was no discussion, as there was but 
one opinion in that body. As soon as it was 
announced that the treaty had been ratified 
there were public rejoicings in Honolulu, 
in which the people joined quite as enthu- 
stastically as the annexationists them- 
selves. The only parties who did not join 
in the celebration were the Portuguese, who 
seemed to fancy they might lese some of 
their rights in case of annexation, and the 
Japanese, who do not want the islands an- 
nexed, as that would prevent Japan from 
grabbing them. The Hawaiian Senate has 
set an example which should be promptly 
followed by the United States Senate at the 
forthcoming session of Congress. There is 
no good reason for delay~in this matter. 
There is no good cause why they should not 
be annexed. On the other hand, there is 
évery reason why they should be, and promi- 
nent among these reasons is the fact that 
if they are not Japan will make the effort 
to seize thém, thus involving us in war. 
This can be averted by the prompt ratifica- 
tion of the treaty by the Senate.

Senator Foraker Sdys the Dingley Bill 
Has Provided More Work than 
the Democrats Ever Did. 


Senator Foraker recently spoke at Sedalia, 
Mo., to 5,000 people. Speaking of Mr. Bryan's 
explanation as to the advance in wheat be- 
ing attributable to the shortage of the crop 
in Europe, the Senator said that sheep, 
cattle, and all farm products must also be 
short in India, as there had been an appre- 
ciable advance all along the line since the 
enactment of the Dingley bill. Attention 
was called to the fact that 340,000 idle men 
had been put to work since the Dingley bill 
was signed. 

“A larger number,” sald the speaker, 
“than the Democratic party has provided 
employment for since it was organized.”’ 

He referred to Mr. Bryan’s utterances here 
yesterday on strikes, which the Nebraskan 
laid to the Republican party. : . 

‘‘ When the Democratic party is in power,”’ 
said the speaker, ‘‘the factories and mines 
all close down, and the former employés 
have no wages to strike for, but instead they 
strike out into the highways and byways in 
search of employment.”’ 

He said the Republican party stood for bi- 
metallism as soon as it could obtain the co- 
operation of other countries, but antil that 
time it favored maintaining the gold stand- 
ard.

Cheap and Easy to Get Degrees. 
New York Post: That shadowy, if not 


shady, institution, the “ National University 


of Chicago,’’ which has been selling degrees 
in England, finds an unblushing defender of 
its unblushing methods in the person of ** F. 
W. Harkins, Chancellor.’”” This ‘worthy 
writes to the English papers, under date of 
Aug. 19, asserting that his “ university ” is, 
despite the ignorance of our Bureau of Edu- 
cation, ‘‘ regularly chartered,’’ and legally 
as much entitled to grant degrees as Oxford 
or Cambridge. But he has no desire to “ an- 
tagonize "’ those seats of learning; his aim is 
to ‘“‘ reach worthy persons they would never 
reach,’’ His philanthropic endeavor is to 
bestow a ** boon ’’ on the “*‘ many who other- 
wise would never have known a college 
course, or would have missed the enjoyment 
of its higher honors.’’ This boon and these 
higher honors any worthy person may ob- 
tain from the National University of Chicago 
on the payment of a suitable fee. The 
‘*‘ Chancellor ”’ indignantly denies that this 
fee is as low as $5. The mere rumor that 
such is the figure has ‘*‘ deluged ”’ him with 
*“‘applications.’’ Applicants are informed 
that they must not expect a degree at “‘ less 
than the cost of the engraved diploma.” The 
Chancellor spurns $5, but we should hate to 


expose him to the temptation of $5.67. His 


letter is of a piece with the impudence and 
fraudulent nature of the whole affair, and 
shows in what delightful ways American 
ideas and institutions are publicly com- 
mended to foreigners. 


No Sickly Green Stamps. 5 


The sickly green postage stamp has lada 
knockout. Red will remain the color of the 
two-cent stamps. It all came about through 
the discovery of a forgotten resolution 
adopted by the Universal Postal Congress, 
which met at Washington last spring. Some- 
body in the Postoffice department reniem- 
bered the resolution and told Post- 
master General Gary about it. Then 
Mr. Gary informed Secretary Gage, 
who immediately issued an order re- 
scinding the previous order to the Chief 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing to 


. strike off the two-cent stamps of the sickly 


hue. The resolution of the Postal Congress 
provided that after Jan. 1, 1898, the siamps 
of domestic letter postage in all the coun- 
tries composing the postal union should be 
printed in red, which is the color now used 
here. The delegates of the United States 
signed the resolution, and the Treasury de- 
partment and the Postoffice department are 
bound to abide by its provisions. The 
Treasury and Postoffice officials still favor 
the use of the green here as a matter of 
economy, but deem it inexpedient to change 
the.color for the few months before the in- 
ternational agreement goes into effect. 


Canadian Postal Banks. 


The system of postal banks in Canada, as 
in other countries, has been successful since 
its inception. Last year its depositors num- 
bered 158,398, and tHeir deposits aggregated 
$28,932,996. The expense of handling and 
managing this fund, including salaries and 
all outlays, was only $58,340, Every Cana- 
dian postoffice, great and small, is a bank of 
deposit, the minimum sum received being 
$1 and the maximum $3,000. All funds draw 
interest at the rate of 3 per cent. Married 
women and children over 10 years old may 
deposit and draw money on their own ac- 
count. The money received is transmitted 
to the Postmaster General, who deposits it 
in the Bank of Montreal. When a depositor 
wishes to withdraw money he informs the 
Postmaster General; who sends him a check 
on the bank named, which is, of course, 
negotiable anywhere. There has been an 
annual increase in the deposits since the 
system was instituted, and all its adminis- 
trative details are executed as smoothly as 
those of an ordinary savings bank. Without 
being committed to any particular plan, 
Postmaster General Gary is untlerstood to 
favor the one which has worked so well in 
the Dominion and to desire its introduction 
here.

between the eyebrows, he measured half an 
inch back. This established the location of 
the fissure of Rolando. This fissure is three 
and a half inches long. On each side are 
located the cells which control the bodily 
motions. If the brain be laid bare and an 
electrical current be turned on the patient 
may be made to move, at the will of the 
operator, limb after limb, This region is 
called the Rolandic area. 

Dr. Davis then measured the position of 
the scar relative to the fissure of Rolando 
and found it to be anterior to the lower third 
of the fissure. Referring to a chart of the 
brain, he found that the depression of the 
cranium and the thickest part of the scar 
tissue were located directly over the seat 
of “ emotive control,” and that the scar ex- 
tended partly over the area of volition and 
attention. 


Clouded Emotions, Clear Reason. 


. The independent investigations of Dr. 
Davis and Dr. Fortner had brought them 
to the same point. It was now clear why 
the clouding of the emotional side of the pa- 
tient’s mind had not been accompanied by 
the impairment of her reasoning faculties. 

Dr. Davis intended to perform the opera- 
tion on Monday. He concluded to walt a day 
or two for a new saw which is said to be 
superior to the ordinary trephine. The saw 
failed to come as s00n as expected and the 
operation was performed with the usual in- 
struments. 

The patient’s head was first closely shaved. 
She was then placed, laughing and joking, 
on the operating table and an interne began 
to administer ether. As the operation was 
performed in the small operating-roofm of 
the ward only half a dozen witnesses could 
be admitted. Dr. Davis was actively as- 
sisted by Dr. Simpson and Dr. Knorf of the 
hospital staff. The giver of the anesthetic 
one nurse, Dr. Fortner, and the fortunate 
young doctors who managed to secure per- 
mission to be present were the spectators. 

Details of Operation. 


A circular trapdoor was made completely 
surrounding the scar, the arteries were tied, 
and Dr. Davis advanced to the work in hand 
with as much nonchalance as if he were 
going to bore a hole in a steel plate instead of 
the cranium. 

With the trephine pressed solidly against 
his breast he kept the point of the instru- 
ment whiling round until it had cut through 
both the outer and inner plates of the 
cranium. The “button” was withdrawn 
and the trephine was laid aside. 

Bone nippers was then used to “ bite ” out 
the bony tissue in a circle. Chisel and ham- 
mer completed the work, leaving the bony 
plate hinged by a bit of the scalp at one end 
to the remainder of the skull. The plate 
was turned back and critically examined. 
It was found the bone under the scar was 
40 per cent thicker than it ought to have 
been. The thickest part appeared to press 
directly upon the brain. In the space of an 
eighth of an inch the thickness disappeared, 
leaving the under surface irregular. The 
trephine and the nippers had fortunately 
taken out the greater part of this unnatural- 
ly thickened tissue. 

Prepared for Healing . 


After consultation with Dr. Fortner Dr. 
Davis concluded the defect would be com- 
pletely remedied without the removal of the 
plate by inserting a cushion to relieve the 
préssure on the brain and forcing the bony 
plate to grow in the proper position. The 
scalp was stitched and the scar tissue re- 
moved. The skin was drawn together over 
the gap thus made In the scalp, and the 
operation was practically over. The patient 

allied well, and it is expected the wound will 

eal within a week, as the operation was per- 
formed with the strictest regard to antisep- 
tie precautions. : 

The operation was made slightly more diffi- 
cult by the fact that the dura mater was 
united in a solid mass to the skull. Vessels 
which ghould have remained intact were 
slightly lacerated in attempting to remove 
the membrane from the bone. 

Dr. Davis explained the case fully to the 
spectators, showing the relative position 
of the sear, the slight depression of the ex- 
ternal table and the thickened portion cf the 
bone. He said he had had a somewhat simi- 
lar case before. The patient, a negro, was 
subject to epilepsy and had been an inmate 
of the county asylum. He could be thrown 
into a violent fit by simply touching a scar 
upon his head. An operation completely 
cured the man. 

The operation on Mrs. Krause consumed 
more thanan hour. The results justified the 
diagnosis made by Drs. Fortner and Davis, 
and it is believed the patient will never more 
be afflicted with suicidal mania. 

Jeremiah Leahy’s Case. 

Dr. Davis.today will make an examination 
of Jeremiah Leahy, 9005 Superior avenue, 
an inmate of the Detention Hospital, who, 
it is asserted by his friends, was rendered 
dangerously insane by wounds on the head 
inflicted by a South Chicago policeman. 

J. D. Leahy, the brother of the demented 
man, says Policeman Laferski shot Jere- 
miah, without provocation, on the morning 
of Sept..1. Captain Adam Fyfe, Laferski’s 
superior officer, denies the shooting and says 
the wounds were caused by the butt of the 
policeman’s revolver. The Captain insists 
the insantity noted is due to dissipation. 
Laferski says he used his revolver only asa 
club. 

J. D. Leahy asserts he has been approached 
several times with a view to settling the 
case. He has refused and will lay the mat- 
ter before Chief Kipley. 


DIVORCES KRAUSEFOR CRUELTY 


Patient Under the Trephine Has an 
Unhappy Domestic Experience 
in ’Frisco. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 22.—[Special. ]~— 
Cc. H. Krause was divorced by his wife in 
May of this year. Her name was Millie 
McDonald. She was a chorus girl at the 
Tivoli when Krause wedded her, soon after 
his first wife had divorced him. Millie se- 
cured a divorce on May 24 on the ground 
of cruelty. She then disappeared and was 
not heard of again till she attempted sui- 
cide in Chicago on Sept. 13 and was placed 
in the detention hospital there. Krause is 
not married now.

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NEEDS OF THE NAVY. 


Uncle Sam’s Fighting Ships 
Want Flesh and Blood. 


ARMY 1S ALSO SHORT. 


More Men to Handle the Big 
Coast Defense Guns. 


WILL ASK FOR INCREASE. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 22.—[Special. J— 
Millions upon millions have been spent by 
the United States of late years, first -o create 
a navy and later to build sea coast defenses 
long neglected. 

Congress has authorized one big battle- 
ship after another, but has utterly failed to 
supply the men to man them. The resuit is 
that if a war were to break out today it 
would be impossible to put the navy into 
fighting trim until after Congress had been 
called together and authority given to re- 
cruit officers and seamen. ' 

Ever since the creation of the new navy 
was begun the Secretaries have called at- 
tention to this pressing need of more men. 
Congress has been dilatory asusual. When 
it was.decided to replace the Philadelphia 
at Honolulu with the Baltimore it was 
necessary that the former ship should first 
proceed to San Francisco so that her men 
might be transferred to the relieving ship. 

The annual expenditure on the navy has 
jumped from $13,000,000 in 1880 to $3:,0U0,- 
000 in 1807, and yet the great bulk of the 
increase .comes from the cost of ships, 
armor, guns, and projectiles. The fighting 
force of men has been allowed to drop be- 
hind until now, with war with Spain at least 
a possibility, the Navy department is forced 
to resort to the most ignominious expe- 
dients of shifting men from one ship to 
another and laying up big fighting machines 
one after another because of lack of men 
to work them. 


War Department Also Crippled. 


The same state of affairs prevails in the 
War department. Largely Influenced by con- 
tinued editorial appeals from Tue CHICAGO 
TRIBUNB, Congress recently authorized the 
expenditure of millions of dollars in 
putting the scheme of sea coast fortifications 
into operation. The War department has 
strained every nerve to let contracts and 
proceed with the work of mounting the 
great rifles which are to keep off foreign 
fleets from the coast cities. Yet most of 
these guns are now nearly useless because 
the artillery arm of the service has been 
so skeletonized that there are not men 
enough to work the guns. In case of war 
the department would be forced to imitate 
the action of the naval officials and shift 
gunners from one fortification to another. 

Secretaries Long and Alger are now en- 
gaged in formulating the needs of their de- 
partments, and in the President’s message 
attention will be called to the fact that iron 
and steel are inert masses without the neces- 
sary flesh and blood to direct their opera- 
tions. 

Both offiecrs and men are needed to man 
the large number of ships now in commis- 
sion. Captain Crowninshield, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, in‘order to find 
officers for vessels, is compelled to search 
the service with a fine rake. So far as the 
engineer corps is concerned, it is under- 
stood that Engineer in Chief Melville pro- 
poses to recommend that 100 officers be 
added te the corps as soon as possible. The 
number ’of engineer officers is now so lim- 
ited that on the battleships the chief en- 
gineers have only three assistants, when 
they should have at least five. Chief Naval 
Constructor Hichborn also proposes to call 
attention to the small number of officers in 
his corps. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 22.—[Special.]— 
United States navy recruiting station re- 
cruited twenty-three men here. The office 
was closed a month ago and the men ordered 
to report in New York. 

Duluth, Minn., Sept. 22.—[Special. ]—Thir- 
ty-two men were recruited at the naval 
rendezvous here. The mechanics were sent 
to the receiving ship Vermont at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard and the apprentices to New- 
port. They were order to report Aug. 1. 

New York, Sept. 22.—The cruiser Chicago 
was relaunched at the Brooklyn navy yard 
today. The vessel has been dismantled, and 
the boilers and engines removed to make 
room for those of more modern design. It 
will be some months before the Chicago will 
be ready for service. The alterations to the 
ship will cost abdut $300,000. When they 
have been completed the vessel will be one 
of the best cruisers in the service. 


CHICAGO TARS WIDE AWAKE. 


Ready for the Battleships if Spain 
Gives Cause—Commander Harri- 
son Puts the Case.: 


The members of the Naval Militia are wide 
awake to the significance of what Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt has said 
of the possibilities of a war with Spain. 
There is, of course, a diversity of opinion 
among them as to the probability of such 
an outbreak of hostilities, but they are 
united to a man in the conviction they have 
enlisted for just the purpose Mr. Roosevelt 
indicates he has in mind, and that évery tar 
of them will be found ready at any time to 
help man Uncle Sam’s men-of-war. 

Edwin H. Harrison, who commands the 

Chicago crew, however, is not inclined to 
take immediate alarm at the present pros- 
pect of war. That Commanders W. B. Dun- 
can and W. H. Strayton of the New York 
and Brooklyn crews went to Washington to 
consult Assistant Secretary Roosevelt does 
not of necessity mean, to his mind, that they 
were called there on matters of such serious 
import as were indicated in the New York 
reports. He says they might go there fora 
great many other and ordinary causes, even 
for the same that frequently takes him to 
Springfield—to get some special favor for 
the men.

SHIP YANTIC COMING TOCHICAGO 


Navy Department Gives It to the Local 
Reserves—Will Be Pontooned 
Through Welland Canal. 


The Navy department of the United States 
government has decided to turn the war 
steamer Yantic over to the use of the Chi- 
cago Naval Reserves for service as a drill 
ship. The vessel is now at the Boston Navy- 
Yard. Orders have been sent to Command- 
ant Hawaison of that station directing him 
to have the Yantic ready for sea by Oct. 1. 

The vessel is to be sent to Chicago by way 
of the St. Lawrence River and the Welland 
Canal. At Montreal the Yantic will be 
floated on a pontoon structure capable of 
entering the locks. The pontoon, by reason 
of its great floating area, will enable the 
vessel to be taken through on a minimum

Hight heating stoves were placed in the 
Ward School, where the children have suf- 
fered most from the recent cold snap, and 
it was announced that the heating apparatus 
in the other schools where complaint was 
made would be in order ina few days. 

Indorses the Agreement. 

The Board of Education indorsed the 
agreement of its committee and the Build- 
ing’ Trades council to refer to Judge Tuley 
the question as to the legality of inserting in 


all contracts and specificatons for work on 


public school buildings that none but union 
labor be employed. The majority of the 
members intimated they were opposed to 
such a clause being inserted in the contracts 
but they had been confronted with the choice 
of accepting the compromise offered or hav- 
ing the work on the school buildings come to 
a stop. 

Mr. Strong inquired what the situation 
would be if Judge Tuley announced that such 


a contract would be illegal—whether the. 


Building Trades council would submit and 
not order further strikes. Mr. Pettibone 
answered it was the general supposition the 
Building Trades council would not tare to 
place itself in defiance of the law. 

Dr. Harper said as he was unable to de- 
termine the force of the dispute, having been 
absent when it came up, but he would prefer 
to vote “ no.’’ 

Mr. Gallagher said as the building and 
trades people had forced the issue to a final 
settlement it would be better to put aside 
personal conviction rather than see the 
school work come to an end through a strike. 
After some discussion the report was 
adopted. 

Dr. Harper and Mr. Gallagher had a small 
passage at arms over the question of the ap- 
pointment of Richard Waterman Jr. to be 
principal of the Charles Kozminski School, 
but the appointment was confirmed. 

A report naming the following schools as 
night schools, to open on Monday, Oct. 18, 
was adopted:

nue on the west. It was also decided to 
place pianos in all the kindergartens. 

A petition was received from the Hull 
House Woman’s club in regard to the school 
condition in the Nineteenth Ward. The re- 
port showed that in the Nineteenth Ward 


there were bat four public schools, accom- | 


modating but 3,894 children, while the latest 
school census showed 7,735 children in the 
ward between 6 and 14 years of age. The 
petition closes with the request that the 
Polk Street School be rebuilt, and that an 
additional primary and grammar school be 
erected; also the establishment of a center 
for manual training for children, for whom 
there is now nothing nearer than the Medill 
School center. 
To Investigate High Schools, 

Dr. A. F. Nightingale, Superintendent of 
High Schools, has stirred the members of 
the High School committee to action, and 
yesterday afternoon the committee passed 
a resolution to investigate the crowded con- 
dition of the high schools and appointed a 
special committee of four to make a report. 
The committee will consist of Chairman 
Brenan, Dr. Harper; and Trustees Petti- 
bone and Keating. Three schools, according 
to Superintendent Nightingale, are especial- 
ly suffering from overcrowding—Hyde Park, 
Englewood, and Lake. View. 

The High School committee recommended 
the appointment of William T. Wilson of 
the Chicago University as instructor in bi- 
ology in the Northwest Division High School 
and Dr. Calvin H. Walton instructor ef sci- 
ences at the Lake View High School 


There was no immediate necessity for heat-. 


ing apparatus in any of the school buildings 
yesterday. In all there are only four schools 
in which the children were endangered by 
inadequate heating apparatus. These were 
the Ward school, the Calhoun, the Beale, 
and the Montefiore schools. The heating 
apparatus in the Beale and the Montefiore 
buildings will be in working order by next 
Monday morning; that in the Calhoun build- 
ing will be completed not above two days 
later. Hight large heating stoves have been 
placed inthe Ward school. Stove holes were 
secured by pushing the piping through holes 
made by removing window panes. 

Architect Patton of the board said the re- 
port that the lives of the children at the 
Moseley school were placed in danger by rea- 
son of the stairway having no balustrade 
was unfounded. There was a temporary 
banister placed on the stairway at the Mose- 
ley school, he declared, and if it was taken 
away it was because the workmen were en- 
gaged in putting up the permanent railing. 

Chief Engineer Waters of the Board of 
Education yesterday afternoon sent out in- 
structions to the principals, janitors, and 
engineers of the school buildings in refer- 
ence to the proper treatment of the fliters 
in order to insure the greatest supply of 
water possible.

Chief Engineer Randolph’s 
Promise to Drainage Board. 


MAKES A FULL REPORT. 


Controlling Works Will Be Fin- 


ished in Six Months. 


PLANS FOR THE WEST FORK. 


The Drainage board yesterday listened to 
@ special report from Chief Engineer Ran- 
dolph in which he promised to have the big 
ditch ready for use by the fall of 1898, and 
passed an ordinance providing for the con- 
demnation of any land from Lake and Mar- 
ket streets to Robey street which may bz 
heeded to carry out their plans for widening 
and deepening the river. 

The Chief Engineer in his report not only 
promises the big ditch will be ready for use 
by the fall of 1898, but shows that about 
05 per cent of the work on the main channel 
and Desplaines River division is now done, 
and submits plans for cleaning the West 
Fork, and providing a flow of 300,000 cubic 
feet of water a minute through the Chi- 
cago River. 

The amount and percentage of work done, 
with that remaining to be done on the main 
channel, is shown in the following table, the 
figures representing cubic yards of ¢x- 
cavation;:

As to the Chicago River, Mr. Randolph 
recites the fact that the contract for dredg- 
ing it has already been let and the work 
is now in progress. He estimates it will be 
completed during the summer of 188. 
His plan for affording the requisite tlow 
of 300,000 cubic feet through the canal also 


contemplates the building of two immense 


conduits between Adams and Twelfth 
streets, where the river is narrowest, to the 
west of that stream under the land of the 
Pennsylvania railroad company. These con- 


duits are to carry 80,000 cubic feet of water | 
and Mr. Randolph claims they can be built 


in ten working months. 

For cleaning the West Fork he offers two 
schemes. One is a conduit in Thirty-ninth 
street, from the lake to the West Fork at 
Halsted street, emptying 40,000 cubte feet of 
pure water a minute into the latter, and the 
other a system of intercepting sewers emp-. 
tying into the South Branch west of Robey 
street the Stock Yards sewage which now 
pollutes the west fork. The estimated cost 
of the Thirty-ninth street conduit is $1,500,- 
000, and of the intercepting sewers $836,000, 
with an annual charge of $35,000 for pump- 
ing. Mr. Randolph promises to submit sep- 
arate plans for cleaning the North Branch. 

The controlling works will be completed 
within six months, allowing for the winter's 
delay. The engineer estimates that the 
works through Joliet will take at least fif- 
teen months to complete. 

The board also put on passage an omnibus 
ordinance which provides for the condemna- 
tion of any land from Lake and Market 
streets to Robey street which may be needed 
in the plan of widening and deepening the 
river to provide for the necessary flow of 
water. 


WANTS TO HEAR THEM SHOUT. 


Alderman Coughlin Likes‘ Newsboys’ 
Cries—Talks of Many Fro- 
posed Reforms. 


Alderman John J. Coughlin was about to 
hurry away to pay his regular Sunday vis- 
it to the newsboys when he was caught 
long enough to obtain from him an expres- 
sion of opinion on two radical measures 
for municipal reform reported in the morn- 
ing dispatches from London. Involving, as 
they do, subjects with which he is on terms 
of great intimacy, he was willing to dis- 
cuss them and to prove, too, that in at least 
two European capitals the notions of re- 
form are some distance off. 

It seems that in London the County Coun- 
cil has undertaken to put a stop to the 
shouting of aewsboys in the streets. In 
Paris there is a scheme on foot to estab- 
lush free baths in small buildings on the 
sidewalks. Upon both propositions the 
First Ward Alderman looks with considera- 
ble distrust. . 

** No, sir; I would not be in rs of stifttng 
the voices of the newsboys,” hé said, “* Their 
voices are their stock in trade. It is the 
only way they have of selling their wares, 
which are their papers. Besides, it is a 
happy wakening to hear them calling out 
their papers in the early morning. It clears 
your mind and prepares you for what you 
read when you come to your breakfast. 
Then you come down-town with all the news 
of the last twenty-four hours, ready to talk 
with any one and about anything. The 
London authorities would do better if they 
would devote their attention to the Salvation 
Army. It is a much greater nuisance. They 
hold up the corners of the streets until mid- 
night with their nofses and with wild scenes 
worse than a poor minstrel show. 

** As to this matter of free baths, I have 
been in the business long enough to speak 
on that, too. I don’t think it is practicable. 
Where would you put them? Our streets 
are too much crowded now. Still, Iam in 
favor of free baths where they can be built 
rightly, but EI don’t see how we could do 
what the Paris Council is trying to do.” 

* You have some measures that you pro- 
pose to introduce to the Council a week 
irom tomorrow?” was suggested. 

“Yes; I-have two little things. One is 
to give the Contrdller the power to suspend 
the fine on dogs that have been taken up 
and put in the pound for going without a 
muzzle. At present there is no way that 

nan who has paid his dog tax can escape 

ying the pound costs when his dog has 
shoken its muzzle or lost it by accident and 
has been taken by a dogcatcher. This will 
afford some relief in deserving cases. 

‘‘'The other measuro is of a similar kind 
and will give the City Prosecutor authority 
to stay fines in justice court cases. As it 
is now, 2 man may be hurried into court 
and fined before he has had time or an op- 
po.itunity to call his friends. Then when 
he is fined he has no relief and his friends 
can do nothing for him. We want it so that 
in deserving cases the City Prosecutor can 
stay these fines. 1t will Keep many poor 
fellows, who have got into trouble and find 
it gut too late, from having to pay a large 
fine or going to the bridewell.”

NOVEL FOUNDED ON DEBS’ IDEAS 
ABOUT FEDERAL COURTS. 


Charles K. Lush, in “The Federal 


Judge,” Attempts to Novelize the 
Great Northern Strike and Injanc- 
tion with Indifferent Success—His 
Facts Are Chiefly Fiction and His 
Fiction Is Not in Full Accordance 
with Facts and Human Nature. 


AD it not been for 

Debs “* The Federal 

Judge” would not 

have been written. 

The title page states 

that Charles K. 

Lush is the author 

and Houghton, Mif- 

fliin & Co. are the 

publishers. Never- 

theless, ‘*Debs fecit.’’ 

But he has not put 

the reading public 

under any obliga- 

tions thereby. If the 

friend of cucumbers 

and humanity had 

not organized the American Railway union 

there would not have been a strike on the 

Northern Pacific three years ago, Judge Jen- 

kins would not have issued that celebrated 

injunction in which he ordered the employés 

not to strike, and Mr. Lush would not have 

had a subject—an@ a poor one at that—for 
his novel. 

The first character brought on the scene 
is Judge Tracy Dunn of the Circuit Court 
of Stallworth County. He is no friend of 
corporations, and when damage suits are 
brought against railroad companies in his 
court the roads get the worst of it invaria- 
bly. Presently the villain of the piece makes 
his appearance. He is named Elliott Gard- 
well, is the President of the Trans-Amer- 
ican railway, and has his headquarters at 
Malton, half a day’s ride from Chiopolis. It 
is easy enough to guess what places the 
author has in mind. So many suits have 
been decided adversely to the company in 
Judge Dunn's court that Gardwell decides to 
look in on him and see if he cannot bring 
him into camp. ~* 

Finding out that the Judge’s only weak 
point is butterflies, Gardwell spends a day 
ond a half in reading up on the Lepidoptera 
Then he trots 


and nothing else to the Judge, quite wins the 
heart of the latter. and gets him to accept 
a fine specimen of the Erebus Odora., 
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Presently the Federal Judge for that dis- 
trict dies. The men interested in the Trans- 
American and other corporate enterprises 
meet to consult as to the selection of the 
right kind of successor. Gardwell tells them 
they should -not pick out a corporation 
lawyer, but get one who has an anti-corpor- 
ation record. He suggests Judge Dunn and 
promises that he shall be molded to answer 
all their purposes. . 

The appointment is procured for the coun- 
ty Judge and is heralded as a defeat of cor- 
porate influences. But when he comes to 
Malton to take his seat of course the gay 
seducer, Gardwell, still talking butterflies, 
takes him in hand. He ts introduced to the 
best people and made a member of the best 
club. The rental of a fine comfortable house 
is made very low, so that he feels justified in 
taking it. He is “‘ letin’’ on ‘‘ good things ” 
almost without his knowledge, and a big 
check is sent him by an accommodating 
banker as the proceeds of his share ina 
speculation he did not know he was inter- 
ested in. 

In the course of time the people opposed 
to Gardwell are about to secure the control 
of the Trans-American. So he persuades 
, the Judge that designing men are plotting 
to ruin the road, and that the only way to 
save it is to put it In the hands of receivers, 
Gardwell being one of them. Then the Judge 
can watch over the safety of the road. When 
the labor troubles begin the Judge is told 
that crafty men are plotting to injure the 
road by persuading the employés to strike. 
In his zeal for the protection of threatened 
property interests he signs without reading 
it an injunction prepared by the counsel for 
the road. In that injunction is the sentence 
ordering the employés not to quit work. 
And then comes a Congressional investiga- 
tion. Gardwell dies suddenly and Judge 
Dunn, being attacked by a nervous disorder, 
resigns his position.

Of course the story has some frills and 
embellishments. The Judge has a daughter 
Harriet, and Gardwell falls madly in love 
with her, although he has a wife living in 
Chiopolis. Harriet has also a younger and 
more acceptable lover, Robert Emmersley, 
who falls into the bad graces of the Judge, 
thinks he has lost his sweetheart, becomes 
reckless, turns Populist, and runs for Con- 
gress. He is elected and that incenses the 
Judge all the more. Nevertheless, every- 
thing turns out all right. Robert gets his 
Harriet, and the Judge's only son, Tom, who 
had been ordered out of the house when a 
boy, and who, being an engineer on the 
Trans-American at the time of the strike, 
had disobeyed his father’s injunction and 
been jugged therefor, is restored to his dot- 
ing parents. 

So it will be seen that this fs a ‘‘ historical 
novel ’’ containing far more fiction than it 
does fact. There is, indeed, very little of 
the latter. The book purports to set forth 
the subtle ways in which crafty corpora- 
tion agents can get hold of a federal Judge 
and use him to carry out their unholy pur- 
poses. But that is about all fiction. It 
takes a person of some ability to dress up 
such a theme so asto makeit readable. Mr. 
Lush has not that ability. His Judge is too 
painfully simple-minded. and his villain too 
supremely seductive. Some of the other 
characters lack verisimilitude. One of them 
is made to use the word ‘* pesky ”’ to show 
that he belongs in the country. But that 
word never is used by country folks, except 
when they appear upon the stage. There, 
and there only, do they talk of ‘* pesky var- 
mints.’’ 

“The Federal Judge’’ seems to be Mr. 
Lush’s first attempt. As such it should be 
treated tenderly. It is enough to say that 
his choice of a subject is poor, and his man- 
ner of treating that subject unsatisfactory— 
especialiy to some of the persons connected 
with the Trans-American railway.

Sovereign Grand Lodge Decides to Meet 
at the Hub Next Year—Kansas_.. 
City Case Decided. 


Springfield, lll., Sept. 22.—| Special. ]—bos- 
ton was today chosen as the meeting place of 
the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge of 
Oddfellows next year.

The Committee on Appeals of the Sovercign 
Grand Lodge hold that the member retained 
his membership in the original lodge until he 
had signed the constitution of the new lodge, 
and this action was sustained by the 
Sovereign Grand Lodge. 

In the afternoon a trolley party of grand 
representatives were carried to the National 
Lincoln monument at Oak Hidge Cemetery, 
where appropriate ceremonies were he'd. 
The fact that today is the thirty-fourth an- 


+ niversary of the emancipation of the negro 


race made the exercises at the monument, In 
which representatives from the North and 
South alike participated, peculiarly impres- 
sive. 

This evening at the east front of the Cap- 
itcl the decoration of chivalry was conferred 
on four Chevaliers of the Patriarchs Militant 
by a military staff under the charge of Gen- 
eral J. P. Ellacott of Chicago, Department 
Commander of the Patriarchs Militant of the 
State. Grand Sire Fred Carleton of Austin, 
Tex., also conferred the grand decoration of 
chivalry on two candidates whose applica- 
tions for the decoration were favorably 
passed upon by the sovereign lodge. The 
decoration was public and was witnessed by 
thousands of lodge members and citizens. 

Schools of instruction in the work of the 
subordinate lodge and of the Rebekah de- 
gree were held during the day and largely 
attended. In the evening the work of the 
initiatory degree of the subordinate lodge 
was exemplified by the degree staff of Cook 
County Lodge No. 240, at Armory Hall.

Danville, Ill., Sept. 22.—[Special.]—The 
Session of the Liquor Dealers’ Protective 
association today was devoted to the elec- 
tion of officers and the selection of the next 
place of meeting.

ALTON COLOR LINE IN COURT. 


Ex-Senator Palmer Employed to Make 
the Fight for Equality for the 
Colored Children. 


Alton, Ill., Sept. 22.—[Special.J]—This has 
been a day of victory for the colored people 
in the race war in\the Alton public schools. 
Last night they held a meeting and decided 
to take their children to the white schools 
again this morning and seat them among 
the white children. The city authorities haa 
intended refusing them admittance if they 
reappeared this morning, but the colored 
folks were so wrought up when they led their 
children to the schools that it was thought 
best to let them in and prevent trouble of 
a serious nature. 

So the colored children have been back in 
the old schools with the white pupils te- 
day; and the new colored schools have been 
altogether abandoned by every one save the 
teachers. 

The colored people now insist that their 
children shall not be ignored by the teach- 
ers in the white schools, and they declaro 
that unless they are given lessons and an 
opportunity to recite they will march to 
the schools and compel the teachers to treat 
them as the white pupils are treated. 

If the colored people do this trouble ofa 
serious nature is almost certain to ensue. 

The matter will come up in the courts, 
The colored people have retained General 
John M. Palmer and Colonel J. J. Brenholt 
of this city to make the fight in the courts 
for them. Meanwhile they will personally 
resist every effort made to refuse the black 
children admittance to the schools,

The Northwestern markets, 
however, did not give to excess in receipts, 
but on the contrary were relatively stronger 
than Chicago. There was also considerable 
buying in the local market for Northwestern 
account, while on the previous day the 
Northwestern business was on the other 
side of the market. St. Louis was also 
strong, with renewed complaints from thé 
Southwest of dry weather delaying seeding. 
Liverpool closed with spot wheat un- 
changed and with futures unchanged to 7d 
lower. The only advance noted in the 
foreign markets was on Walla Walla wheat, 
in Antwerp the stock of. which is said to be 
extremely light. Paris was off 15 to 25 cen- 
times, and Antwerp was 12% centimes lower 
on red winter wheat. Exports of wheat and 
flour were equivalent to 485,000 bu, ugainst 
1,388,000 bu received at primary points. C’ne 
of the foreign considerations was the cable 
from the American Consul at Odessa re- 
garding the indifferent prospects of of the 
Russian wheat and rye crops. 


Northwestern Markets Stronger. 


The strength at Minneapolis was a little 
puzzling, the explanation being given that 
elevator people were purchasing December 
wheat against sales made to New York. Ac- 
cording to Bradstreet’s the available sup- 
plies of breadstuffs east of the Rocky 
Mountains and in Europe and afloat in- 
creased 4,151,000 bu, against 6,111,000 bu in- 
crease for the same week last year. The 
advances were unquestionably started by the 
buying by brokers representing the so-called 
clique interests, and on two occasions the 
covering by shorts carried up prices rapidly. 
It was an erratic, irregular market, conspic- 
uously strong one minute and apparently 
weak the next. So far as the cash trade is 
concerned the feature was the ivregularity 
in the September premium. At the close it 
was quoted at Kec over December. A small 
lot of No. 2 red was sold 2c over December. 
There were some large sales of No. 2 hard 
wheat to arrive. The export business atthe 
seaboard was quite liberal. Local receipts 
were 344 cars, against 108,000 bu inspected 
out of store. 

The provision market was without any 
particular features of interest, and the 
range covered by most of the articles traded 
in was comparatively narrow. The weakest 
article on the list was ribs, the support 
which has been so influential in the past 
having been temporarily withdrawn. The 
yellow fever news was not particularly 
alarming, and dispatches told of the pros- 
pect of cooler weather checking the spread 
of the disease. The easy opening was on ihe 
overrun of hogs. Local receipts were 32,000, 
with an estimate of 25,000. The market was 
nominally quoted 5@10c lower, but some of 
the packers said that live hogs were In many 
cases 20e lower. The people who are inclined 
to be bearish say that the bull houses are 
offering cash stuff at prices below those cur- 
rent and established in the pit, and are so 
doing practically all the cash business. Ke- 
ports of sales, however, indicate a good de- 
mand. October ribs show a decline of over 
5c, while lard ‘was steady and pork a shade 
higher. 

All Coarse Grain Strong. 


Corn was strongly affected by the gen- 
erally bullish conditions which prevailed on 
the floor, and was a decidedly firm market 
within a range ot %c, closing %c over Tues- 
day’s prices and %c higher than it opened. 
Right at the start there was.something of a 
disposition to pound the market, but offer- 
ings were so readily accepted that these 
tactics were soon abandoned. Barrett and 
Bartlett-Frazier were early sellers on a big 
scale, but the effect of their unloadings was 
more than offset by purchases on the part of 
Baldwin-Gurney and Schwartz-Dupee, and 
toward the close the early sellers were 
ranged on the buying side. Receipts were 
rather heavier than were expected, but ca- 
bles were strong.

VICTIM OF FOOTPADS IS DEAD. 


John Winewoort, Assaulted on Sept. 12, 
Passes Away Without Regaining 
Consciousness. 


John Winewoort died at the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital early yesterday morning from 
injuries received, it is thought, in a strug- 
gle with footpads in front of his home, 184 
Huron street, on the night of Sept. 12. Wine- 
woort was found on the sidewalk uncon- 
scious and bleeding from a number of decp 
wounds on his head. At the Alexian Broth- 
ers’ Hospital it was found his skull had been 
fractured and that he had sustained other 
injuries. He never regained his Senses, and 
died without telling the particulars of the 
assault. 

A man giving his name as Mason, an em- 
ployé of the Adams & Westlake company, 
called at the East Chicago Avenue Police 
Station late yesterday and gave informa- 
tion which may throw some light on the 
death of Winewoort. Mason said as he 
was passing the alley which runs between 
La Salle avenue and Wells street he noticed 


few minutes later he stumbled over the body 
of Winewoort. He ran for-assistance and 
when he came back he found a man who 
claimed to be an officer holding Winewoort. 
The police have failed to find this man who 
claimed to be an officer. 

It has been disclosed that Winewoort, a 
few days before the assault, received $450 
in express orders, but when he left the house 
he did not have the money in his possession.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS.

An effort will be made by the subcommittee of 
the Governing committee, appointed at the meet- 
ing on Tuesday, to devise some plwn for ro- 
storing rates in rorthern Illinois and southern 
Wisconsin, or at least to place them on a paying 
basis. The order authorizing the reduction on all 
preferred risks in this territory was issued in 
July, and was the primary cause of the non- 
union companies going over to the union at Sara- 
toge. ‘The business in the territory affected for 
the most part was written at losing figures, and 
the present schedule is regarded by many Western 
manegers as unprofitable. It was an easy matter 
for the Governing committee to lower the rutes, 
but their iot is not regarded as an envizble one by 
underwriters if they aitempt to restore them t: »a 
basis near the one which existed pefore the cut in 
rates was authorized. 

The non-unioners demanded that these rates be 
rearranged, and great pressure is being brought ‘to 
bear to have this done. The old schedule is re- 
garded as somewhat high by many managers. The 
result of years of experience in this territory shows 
the business is profitable at lower figures than the 
companies charged before the Governing commit- 
tee interfcred. The question now is just how much 
additional premium the people will stanc. A 
prominent agent said yesterday: 

‘*T think the Governing Gemmittee will have a 
hard time readjusting the rates disturbed in July. 
There is a big demand that these rates be in- 
creased to a basis which will afford the com- 
‘panies some profit. Any increase is certain to be 
vigorously opposed by the insured, and an attempt 
in this direction will probably be followed by the 
organization >f mutual and local companies which 
will get the business. If it is nocessary for the 
committee to meet outside opposition again, I think 
they will not issue sweeping orders, but will con- 
fine their reductiogs to specific cases. It is a 
problem as to the best method of restoring rates 
in northern Illinois and southern Wisconsin.”’
